It is the welding 
of these numbers of men iato a supple, intelligent, 
cohesive force which makes the power of an army 
greater than the power of the mob. And the

These 
are all under the jurisdiction of General 
Cockerill, the director of special intelli- 
gence. From 30,000 to 50,000 telegrams 
pass through the hands of the cable cen-— 
sors in the United Kingdom every twenty- — 
four hours. Nearly 1000 censors are em- | 
ployed in this work alone. Their duties’ 
are: 

First—To prevent assistance being 
given or naval and military informa- 
tion being tranamitted to the enemy, 

Second—To prevent the spread of 
false reports or reports likely te 
cause disaffection or to interfere dli- 
rectly or indirectly with the success 
of naval and military operationa of 
British or allied forces, or likely to 
prejudice relation with foreign 
Powers or the security, training, dia- 
cipline or administration of the Brit- 
ish forcea. 

Third—To collect and atatripute 
to the several Government depart+ 
ments and branches of the War Of- 
fice concerned all naval and military 
information derived from the cenasor- 
ship that may be of use to them. 

Fourth—To deny the uae of Brit- 
ish cablea to any person or firm, 
whether British, Allied or neutral, 
for commercial transactions intend- 
ed for the benefit of the enemy. 
Subject to the efficient diacharge of 

these duties, they have orders to tnterfere 
as little as poasible with legitimate Brit. 
ish and neutral trade. 

The postal censors have practically the 
same duties, but their job ia a much larger 
one. Linguiata who can read and trana- 
late every language are employed in thia 
branch of the service. Letters which are 
examined fall into three main categorica: 

First—The correspondence of 
prisoners of war in the United King- 
dom and in the working compantes 
with the British expeditionary forces 
and of British prisoncra in enemy 
and neutral countries. 

Second — Private corrcapondence 
to and from certain forcign cotn- 
trices. 

Third—Commercial and financicl 

' correapondence with the same coun- 
trics. 

Fourth—Printcd matter and preaa 
measages sent into and out of the 
United Kingdom by other means 
than by cable. 

Fifth—Parcels. 

Lettcra coming direct from the area of 
military operations are in moat cases cen- 
_sored locally, under the orders of the Fteta 
Marshal or general officer commanding 
the British forcea in the fletd. ‘Those 
which appear to hare ecacaped censorship 
are sent by the postoffice to the cenaora in 
London for eramination, 

There is considerable difference be 
ficeen Britain and America in regard te 
the needs of censorship, chief of which 
their different geographical position. AA 
English newspaper reaches Holland the 
day of its publication, while an Americen 
paper is at least ten daya old when tt ar- 
rivea there. Moat kinda of military in- 
formation must be fresh to be vatuable. 
British officiala are watching cenaorship 
developments with the greatest interest.

The chief censor at the Admiralty 1s Capt. Sir 
Douglas Brownrigg of the royal navy. Gen. 
George Cockerill of the General Staff, director of 
special intelligence at the War Office, directs the 
imperial cable and postal censorships. They are 
big men—big in bulk, big in brains and big in 
power. They use all three. Around them they 
have gathered a tremendous force of trained work- 
ers. In the last three years millions of words 
and. miles of copy have come under their sharp 
eyes. Mistakes have been made, Things have 
gone into the newspapers and letters have been 
passed which have been of assistance to the en- 
emy:; other articles have been “killed” and other 
letters destroyed which would have done no harm. 
But the batting average of the censor is higher 
than that of Ty Cobb, and, according to last re- 
ports, he still leads the league. 


Catching Cross-fire Delivery of M. P.’s 


Ian MacPherson, Under Secretary of State for 
War, has the pleasant little job of standing up in 
the House of Commons and catching the cross-fire 
delivery of M. P.’s anxious to “bean” the War 
Office. It is a wild pitch which escapes him, and 
when I tossed him a few consorship curves he 
picked them out of the air with no more effort 
than Chief Meyers expended when he was Matty’s 
battery mate. Said Mr. MacPherson: 

“Probably the cause of most of the misunder- 
standing in regard to the censorship is that when 
two people speak of it they are seldom speaking 
of the same thing. This arises from the fact that 
in this ¢eountry three departments—the Admiralty, 
the War Office and Press Bureau—conduct the 
censorship, and abroad every commander of a 
British expeditionary force—whether in France, 
in Egypt, in Saloniki, in Mesopotamia or in East 
Africa—is responsible for the censorship of all 
communications from the area of operations.” 

Then he explained that the admiralty conducts 
a censorship of all communications between the 
several fleets and wireless stations in the United 
Kingdom. Owing to the restrictions on the use 
of wireless by merchant ships, the postoffice 
branches, which in normal time are open to send 
and receive public messages, are now to all in- 
tents and purposes naval stations. The amount 
of continental traffic is comparatively smal! and 
the staff of a score actually engaged under Ad- 
miralty orders handles the work satisfactorily. 


Idea Originated in Russian War. 

I then asked him to describe the working of the | 
Press Bureau, which issues a great amount of offi- 
cial and unofficial news to the papers. 

“To trace the origin of the Press Bureau one 
must go back to the time of the Russo-Japanese 
War,” he began. “All the world was then deeply 
impressed by the skill with which the Japanese 
veiled the mystery of the movements of their 
fleets and armies. In the House of Lords Lord 
Ellenborough called attention to the danger lurk- 
ing in an unchecked dissemination of news and 
asked that if legislation were required to con- 
trol its publication, it should be drafted in peace 
and kept ready for instant _use in emergency. 

“Lord Selborne, who has been First Lord of

| The Prohibition Argument. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispa‘ch. 

Tn one of your editorials you give the vote 
of the Prohibition party as an evidence of 
the fact that the people are opposed to 
prohibition of the liquor traffic in the 
tnited States. 

That is not a fair or true statement of 
the case. I do not vote the Prohibition 
party ticket—and there are many thou- 
sands of others—and yet we all want and 
will vote for nation-wide prohibition. A 
large majority of the people would vote 
that way, and no on? Knows it better than 
the brewer and the beer drinker. 

And the personal li. rty idea is all bosh 
and tommyrot—still trying to ram that old 
gag down the throats of enlightened peo- 
ple. Why do you close the saloons of a 
town when there is a riot, on election day, 
or, in fact, regulate them at all if there is 
any real logic in personal! liberty? 

And then haven't the sober- law-abiding 
and manhood and womanhood protectors 
any rights? The drinker “must have” his 
drink, but must we, for that reason, have a 
saloon in front of our door with drunks go- 
fing in and out, where immorality is fos- 
tered? And then our %sons and daughters 
have to pass these doors. 

I do not take jnto consideration the loss 
of business of thie brewers. The handwrit- 
ing is on the wall for them, anyway: They 
have Known it for a long time and should 
have been prepared. Then they have 
grown fat on the bread money of starving 
women and children, and can afford to quit 
at once. But how about the people, the 
Government and tLusiness generally? All 
the money spent for beer in St. Louis and 
the surrounding territory would go at once 
into the purchase of food, payment of rent, 
for shoes and dry goods, etc. Therefore the 
people would be better off, and so would 
business, to say nothing of the cleared 
brain and better physical man to be taken 
to the daily task. 

But the tax? How did Tennessee get 
along without the liquor tax and yet be 
able to pay. debts, add to her schoo] fund, 
etc.? The large increase of legitimate busi- 
ness and sober industry will pay the tax. 
In other words, keep it out of the pockets 
of the brewers and give to the Government 
in her time of need. Pay the revenue with 
the money we spend for beer and have 
enough left to feed the allies and the hun- 
ety of our own land, 

Mr. Nicolaus of the Brewers’ Association 
says: “Food conservation, tommyrot. We 
only use 52,500,000 tushels of barley § an- 
nually out of a total crop of 200,000,000, 
and only 16,000,000 bushels of corn out of 
3,000,000,000 bushels.” In last year's state- 
wide campaign, why were the farmers in- 
formed that they would be largely crippled 
in the sale of corn if the country went dry? 
There is no sound logic in them. To admit 
the truth would be their doom and they 
know it. 

THiow about the thousands of brewery em- 
ployes that would b>. thrown out of work? 
Those who do not have to join the “ranks” 
will be badly needed to fill the places of 
the clerks, bookkeepers, factory workers, 
truck drivers, etc. Most, if not all of them, 
could be placed right now, and in a short 
time double their number will be needed. 

Long live the church, the school, the 
rights of the laborer to a sober toil and a 
living wage, and more prosperous business 
enterprises! And may the brewer now step 
-aside and give the people a place in the sun.

WHOLESALE CONFISCATION. 

The Cummins amendment to the food-control 
bill, forbidding the use of whisky in bond as a 
beverage and its importation, is, at least, a 
straight-out prohibition measure. There is no 
pretense that it conserves foodstuffs. 

The amendment does, however, confiscate about 
$300,000,000 worth of property manufactured under 
the special encouragement of the laws of the Unit- 
ed States. It destroys the value of millions of 
dollars’ worth of securities held by banks for 
loans. It may wreck a number of banks. It de- 
prives the Government of $150,000,000 of revenue. 

Nobody without an interest at stake cares to 
defend the sale or consumption of whisky. The 
majority of the American people would willingly 
abolish the whisky trade and destroy the saloon 
system. 

But there is a principle of liberty at stake in 
the prohibition of the manufacture, sale and use 
of liquor. There is a principle of justice at stake 
in the proposal to destroy with a sweeping meas- 
ure property cseated under sanction of law and 
violently disturb the mode of living and means of 
living of a vast population. Of course, the pro- 
fessional prohibitionists and their paid lobby do 
not care what happens, so prohibition is put over 
on the people. Let the war be lost, let property 
be destroyed, let thousands be impoverished, let 
liberty perish, if only prohibition triumphs. But 
the great, sane majority of Americans ought to 
think and act differently. 

It is incredible that the United States Senate 
will finally approve the wholesale and ruinous 
confiscation of property.

**COIN’’ HARVEY’S NEW ROLE. 

All persons who remember the first Bryan cam- 
paign will recall the part played by W. H. (Coin) 
Harvey and his free silver books. Last week Mr. 
Harvey, now universally known as Col. Harvey, 
again appeared in a public role as a maker of 
enthusiasm. He presided over a good roads meet- 
ing at Amarillo, Tex., which was attended by, 
reports state, 10,000 good-roads enthusiasts. The 
chief work of this convention was deciding the 
route of the Ozark Trails highway from St. Louis 
to New Mexico, where it joins the Santa Fe trail 
to the coast. ' 

Col. Harvey began this work by asking for good 
roads in the neighborhood of his adopted home 
at Monte Ne, Ark. He organized so well for this 
movement that the organization spread to include 
five states. The conventions have grown larger 
from year to year, both in numbers and enthusi- 
asm. The last demonstration at Amarillo lasted 
an hour and rivaled demonstrations at national 
political conventions. This is “Coin” Harvey’s 
new role. 3s 
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Berlin says that the American force in France 
is for parade purposes, but she attacked that force 
of paraders with a large squadron of submarincs.

THE GERMAN SPY SYSTEM. 

There is al] the difference in the world between 
an irresponsible “spy scare’ which finds a Ger- 
man secret agent in every person with a Teutonic 
name and a determined effort on the part of the 
Government to protect its military secrets from 
the enemy. 

The United States is now repeating the experi- 
ence of France and Great Britain. Both countries 
at the beginning of the war were honeycombed 
by official spies in the pay of the German Gov- 
ernment and the system was so elaborate and in- 
tricate that it defied destruction. No small part 
of Germany’s preparation for this war consisted 
in the organization of an espionage establishment 
that extended to every corner of the earth. 

President Wilson said in his war address to 
Congress, in reference to the German spy system: 

One of the things that has served to con- 
vinee us that the Prussian autocracy can 
never be our friend is that from the very 
outset of the present war it has filled our 
unsuspecting communities, and even our of- 
fices of Government with spies and _ set 
criminal intrigues everywhere afoot against 
our national industries and our commerce. 

Indeed, it is now evident that its spies were 

here even before the war began. 

It is also evident that when Germany’s official 
representatives left the United States they had 
created a most elaborate establishment of espio- 
nage, with complete facilities for getting military 
information out of the country. It is highly im- 
probable that the most active and dangerous of 
these spies hear German names or that they are 
of German descent. Some of them are citizens 
or subjects of neutral countries who have found 
profit in the service of Germany. Unless we are 
more favored by Providence than other nations 
at war with Prussian imperialism, some of them 
are Americans who have been corrupted by Ger- 
man intrigue. 

No censorship yet devised has proved full pro- 
tection against the activities of the German secret 
agents. Early in the war it was found that the 
British naval code was in possession of the Ger- 
man Admirdity. It has been stated, and never 
denied, that the Lusitania was lured to her fate 
by German manfpulation of wireless messages. 
Even after three years of war, the British Gov- 
ernment, with the most rigid censorship of mails 
and telegraphs, has not been able to prevent the 
transmission of military secrets to Germany 
through neutral countries. 

The United States must deal with the same 
problem, which is complicated by the presence of 
great numbers of German agents in Mexico and 
the facility with which important information can 
be smuggled across the frontier. Any adequate 
method of coping with the spy menage, however, 
must begin in the departments of government at 
Washington, which are charged with the conduct 
of the war. The first thing to do is to make them

JUDGE LANDIS WOULD DO IT. 

It is evident that therinquiry into the East St. 
Louis murders under the direction of the local 
authorities will be a farce. The effect of en- 
forced seerecy and teriorism by the police in the 
Coroner’s inquest was ‘manifest. Witnesses were 
intimidated and the ‘testimony was practically 
valueless. 

On account of locaj and political influences lit- 
tle more can be expected: of the State investiga- 
tion. Terrorism and powerful influences will be 
brought to bear on State courts and officers of 
law subject to them. 

The only hope of adecgiate results lies in a Fed- 
eral inquiry under the direction of a Federal 
Judge wholly independent and fearless of local 
powers and influences. If the Department of 
Justice would take the-investigation in hand, good 
results would be possible. If Judge Landis, whose 
fearless probing into lawless conditions in East 
St. Louis specially fits him for the work, should 
have charge of the inquiry, we have no doubt 
that all the facts would be brought out and the 
guilty punished. 

Judge Landis and a Federal grand jury would 
clean up the mob. muirderers of East St. Louis 
and open the way’to.genuine reform. 
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An Indian who -danated $50,000 to the Red Cross 
has been forbidden by the United States Govern- 
ment to pay the money over. It looks as if the 
term “Indian giver’’ was a vicarious blot on Lo’s 
escutcheon.

‘CANNING SUCCESS, 

M. &—One housekeeper says: The rea- 
son so much fruit spolis after being canned 
is because housewives do not fully reelize 
the importance of sterilization. When jars 
are first emptied, each should be washed 
and rinsed thoroughly, turned upside down 
to drain, then next morning put away, 
with cap that belongs to that particular 
jar. When fruit is put on to cook, first 
wash off jars and put them on also to 
sterilize. Use large dish pan; fill hair full 
of clean hot water, remove caps from jars: 
place them in the water; each jar and cap 
in such a position that they will not get 
mixed with any others; see that they come 
nearly to boiling point, which they should 
do by time fruit is cooked. Always use 
new rubbers or perfect old ones and dip 
them also in scalding water; now fill jars 
to running over, release air bubbles, place 
rubbers, adjust caps and tighten. It is 
not necessary to cook fruit as much as 
many seem to think. Jest see that it is 
tender (not raw) and steriliged. Another 
says: Place fruit in either granite or por- 
celain Kettle, never use iron, brass or tin. 
Allow it to boil about five minutes. Have 
the jars in readiness and standing in ves- 
sel of warm water, so that they may be 
heated gradually. Just before filling jars 
with fruit, dip towel in boiling water and 
wrap around jar and tuck corners under- 
bottom for jar to rest upon. Fill jar quick- 
ly, and when full thrust a knife to bottom 
and stir several times and the air bubbles 
will rise to the top. Seal as tight as pos- 
sible and stand jar on top in moderately 
cool place. In a few hours turn jar up and 
try to seal tighter, standing it again on 
top. Continue this several times or until 
cover is tightly screwed on. Stand jars 
in cool, dark place in cellar, looking: at 
them occasionally for a few days. For 
several years the above has been an 6x- 
Pert’s method of canning, and from exper- 
lences it is learned that all varieties of 
fruits and vegetables can be canned with 
perfect success in this way. 


HEALTH HINTS. 


STOMACH.—For “rumbling stomach,” try 
careful study of diet. Try eating but one 
or two foods at a meal. Exercise every 
muscle, especially of the abdomen. Abdom- 
inal massage may help. Perhaps butter- 
milk treatment. would be an aid. Fasting, 
directed by a physician might be an aid. 


Cc. J. Y.—For hives, brewer's yeast, to be 
had at any brewery at small cost. Take 
half wineglass three times a day. If dis- 
agrees with stomach, take in smaller do- 
ses. Must be kept in cool place and will 
keep good some days. It is also good for 
abscesses and boils. A health journal says: 
Hives, sometimes called urticaria, are gen- 
erally due to some disturbance of the all- 
mentary tract. Certain articles of food 
may cause them. For instance, strawher- 
ries. Some people can never eat this fruit 
without an attack of urticaria. Lobsters, 
crabs, mussels, cheese, sausage, pork and 
nuts are also articles especially liable to 
cause this trouble. Ceftain drugs will pro- 
duce it. It is not, however, always caused 
by articles taken into the stomach. Some- 
times it is associated with rheumatism or 
tonsilitis, or may come from anxiety, de- 
ficient nerve force, or some local irritation. 
It is an inflammatory disease of the skin, 
and is usually temporary in character. 
Sometimes, however, it becomes péerma- 
nent and may persist for months or even 
years. Any treatment ought to be adapted 
to the individual case, with the object of 
discovering and.removing, if possible, the 
cause. Warm baths are useful. The heat 
and irritation may be allayed by smearing 
the whole surface of the body with fresh 
cured bacon, or rubbing the affected parts 
with slices of lemon. Flannel should not 
be worn next the skin, as the skin fe tn 
a sensative condition and it is apt to act 
as an irritant. 


WORRY.—Constipation and may 
have made you thin. Pure olive oil has 
been useful fin cages of constipation. Reg- 
ular exercise or manual labor is highly 
important. Dr. J. M. Bell in Miesour! Med- 
ical Association Journal, says: “Those 
foods capable of complete digestion, leav- 
ing little or no residue, such as polished 
rice, mashed potatoes, white bread, cake, 
biscuits, pastries, cream of wheat, corn 
flakes, farina, tapioca and tender meats, 
must be used very sparingly. Cabbage, 
raw or cut fine in the shape of cold slaw, 
may be used because its cellulose content 
furnishes peristaltic stimulation. Bran in 
soine form is to be used every day, either 
dry or with cream as a breakfast food, or 
made into muffins or bread. Pumpernickel 
(made of whole ryé) may be substituted in- 
stead of bread, preferably a day or twe 
old. All these foods must be well masti- 
cated. To complete the breakfast an egg 
may be added with fruit, such as figs, dates, 
raisins, etc. The midday meal showld be 
made up of vegetables, nutritious yet con- 
taining as much cellulose as possible, such 
as peas, beans, corn, parsnips, turnips, car- 
rots, etc., with whole wheat bread and 
fresh greens. If in séason lettuce, spinach 
and celery are invaluable adjuncts to the 
diet. Fruit is preferable to pastry or 
pudding as a dessert. For the evening 
meal fruit alone is most effectual unless 
the patient be engaged in hard work, in 
which case the noonday list, with appro- 
priate variation, may be used. An evening 
meal of an orange or two with apples, figs, 
Gates, raisins and fruit salad or nut salad, 
well masticated, is most satisfactory. The 
whole wheat or bran muffin may be ad- 
ded.” Dr. Bell declares that with thie list 
of foods the silly objection of insufficient 
caloric value is without foundation, and 
asserts that in his own practice such a diet 
is always followed with excellent results. 
The albuminous or protein content may be 
well maintained by increasing the beans, 
peas, corn and whole grains. The only 
possible objection to be made against such 
a diet on sentimental grounds only is the 
lack of stimulation suffered from absti- 
nence from animal food. TLAberal meat 
eaters sometimes complain of being starved, 
but the impression is largely mental, for 
they neither lose in weight nor strength, 
but, on the contrary, make actual gains, 
which in a short time speak for themselves. 
(Vaseline, used as a substitute for butter, 
lubricates the bowels. If taste is objec- 
tlonable it can be disguised. Internal mase 
sage may help.)

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CHAOS RUSSIA 
DUE TO SIMPLICITY 
OF RUSSIAN MIND

the end of three years. War! What 
does he want with war? He is a free 
man who does not have to do military 
duty and he wants to get a piece of land 
' and sow it. : 
I live in Petrograd within a stone’s 
throw of the Marinsky Palace, where 
the provisional Government, now the 
coalition provisional Government, meets, 
and every night they are at work there 
up till 1 o’clock in the morning, trying to 
solve the problems that confront Rus- 
Sia, but more than once it has struck 
me during these two months that they 
are simply steering a raft in a flood. 
There is one thing in Russia of im- 
portance beyond all others, and that 
is the simple peasant mind of the aver- 
age Russian. For the average is a 
peasant. The peasants and the work- 


men outnumber 
and bourgeoise to such an extent that it 
tan be considered a peasant country, at 
least politically. The simple peasant 
mind must now be convinced a thing is 
good for him personally and collectively. 
The voice of Russia is now the voice of 
a peasant—a nice, easy going, rather 
clever peasant, with a fertile, unculti- 
vated mind, who has been lifted out of 
himself by this wonderful vision of free- 
dom. And not content with freedom for 
himself, he insists that all the worid 
have the same. It must be remembered 
he goes on pilgrimages yet in Russia. 
The minds of the peasants are devo- 
tional, medieval and now inspired. Cer- 
tainly they do not look to their Govern- 
ment for authority. They threw all 
that overboard with the Czar. They 
want the Government to carry out their 
Visions, a rather large contract. 
Miliukoff Resignation an Example. 
Miliukoff’s resignation as Minister 
of Foreign Affairs is an example of 
the directing spirit. Miliukoff is one 
of Russia's greatest democrats,

though he cohsiders constitutional 
monarchy about thé same thing as 
democracy. He started the Russian 
revolt. Russians owe the beginning 
oi the actual revolution to his attack 
against Sturmer in the Duma. But I 
doubt if one of the soldiers in the 
two regiments of soldiers who turned 
up in St. Isaacs Square and demanded 
his resignation ever heard of tnat 
speech. All they knew was that te 
had put his name to a note sent to ‘he 
allied nations saying Russia would 
live up to the letter of the treaties 
made by the old empire, secret or 
otherwise. These soldiers and enough 
other people in Russia to form a 
majority movement would not stand 
for such a note. In tthe first place 
the treaties were made Ly the old 
Government. That was enough to 
damn them with the aggressively 
democratic masses, but a wave of 
sentiment has passed over Russia in 
which Miliukoff did not believe be- 
cause he thought it falsely founded, 
and he insisted on standing by all 
treaties when all Russia was clamor- 
ing against them. 

My interpretation of that crisis is 
trat Russians having decided they 
were not out for any imperialistic ag- 
gressions, were not going to be party 
to any other nation’s imperialistic 
ideas. The whole situation is thor- 
oughly in keeping with Russian char- 
acter, and illustrates it. 

After the revolution began moving 
along, the Council of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen's Deputies brought out 
without delay its program of na an- 
nexation, no punitive concessions 
from Germany and the self-definition 
of nations. The idea was taken up 
every where in Russia at once. It 
was an idea ready made for the Rus- 
sian mind, pleasantly abstract, gen- 
erous and sounded as if it meant a 
quick end to the war. It went like 
wildfire. 

Then, with the same quickness, the 
idea spread that this idea must not 
go alone for Russia but for her allies. 
The Russian decided that if he was 
not going to gain anything out of the 
war he was not going to let anybody 
else. So Miliukoff’s note sent at that 
unfortunate moment came in for all 
their wrath. 

The Russian point of view expresses 
the fundamental quality of highmind- 
edness that actuates the Russian. But 
as this highmindedness is somewhat fa- 
| natical it contains a good deal of child- 
ishness and can be handled just as a 
child can be handled. Miliukoff had no 
sooner resigned than the very people 
who had forced his resignation came to 
the realization themselves this was no 
time to pull all one’s papers out of the 
safe, with the Germans hammering at 
the door, and they publicly announced 
that they, too, agreed that treaties 
should be left where they were until 
later on when one had time to consider 
such matters. 

People Just Begin to Move. 

One of the greatest difficulties of Rus- 
sia at this moment, both to understand 
abroad and to govern her, is that the 
great body of the Russian people, after 
two months of revolution, are just be- 
ginning to move. The symbolizing of 
Russia by the bear is apt in a good 
many ways. Just now he is coming out 
of a century-long hibernating sleep, and 
it is pretty hard to say what kind of 
humor he will be in. And all depends 
upon his humor. The Government never 
had problems which were simpler and, 
on that account, more terrifying. For

If they become possessed of 
an idea, there is no use trying to block 
them. The best that can be hoped for 
is to direct a little the stampede. 

One of the most characteristic hap- 
penings in Russia right now, and one 
that tells more than pages of explana- 
tion, is the simple fact that school 
teachers and students—the young and 
the enthusiastic generally—are spread- 
ing out from the cities into all the vil- 
lages of Russia, explaining to the sim- 
ple folk in stmple words the meaning 
of. the revolution. This is being done 
as most important patriotic duty. They 
want the villagers to understand what it 
is all about and to have a background 
for the happenings of the constitutional 
assembly, which is dated for September 
or October. That will be a body worth 
seeing, and the results of delibera- 
tions, mostly deliberations by rather 
slow but honest peasant minds, is go- 
ing to arrange the future of Russia and 
affect the social conditions of every 
country in the world.

$717,000,000 VALUE OF U. S. 
EXPLOSIVES MADE IN 1916 


Twe Years Before Total Output is 
This Country Was $10,000,000— 
Great Amount Exported. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The story of 
the remarkable growth of the country’s 
explosives manufacturing industry since 


the European war started is told in 
figures made public by the Federal 


Bureau of Mines today showing a pro- 
duction of explosives last year, exclu- 
size of exports totaling more than 500,- 
000,000 pounds, an increase of about 44,- 
000,000 over 1915. Statistics of the 1915 
output of explosives are not given, but 
exports were valued at $188,069,493. 

The 1916 production of explosives was 
represented in 215,575,025 pounds of black 
powder, 25,154,787 pounds of ‘“‘high’’ ex- 
plosives, other than permissible explo- 
sives and 34,648,240 pounds of permissi- 
ble explosives. Exports of explosives 
which in 1914, the first year of the war 
valued at $10,087,587 reached a total} value 
in 1916 of $717,144,699.

Loyalty mrans that the soldier is for 
his organization and its officers and i:*5 
noncommissioned ofticers—not against 
them. That he always extends his most 
earnest and hearty support tu those in 
authority. No soldier is a loyal soldier 
who is a “kaocker” or a grumbler or a 
shirker. Just one man of this class in 
a company Lreeds “iscontent and di<s- 
satisfaction among many otners. The 
soldier should, therefore, not only guard 
against doing such thmgs himself, but 
should discourage such actions among 
any of his comrades. 

When, by centinued drill and subordi- 
nation the soidier has learned his duties 
and obedienc: become second nature, he 
has acquired discipline. To teach this 
habit of obedience is the main object 
of the close-order drill, and, if good re- 
sults are to be expected the greatest al- 
tention mus be paid to even the small- 
est detail. The company or the squad 
must be formed promptly in the pre- 
scribed manner and at the prescribed f 
time—not a minute or even a second 
late. All must wear the exact uniform 
prescribed, and in the exact manner 
prescribed. \Vhen at attention there 
must be no gazing abut, no raising of 
hands, no chewing or spitting in ranks. 
The manual of arms and of arill m>ve- 
ments must be executed and absolutely 
as prescribedl. A drill of his kind 
teaches disvipline, for it cultivates 12 
proper habit. A care.ess, sloppy drill 
breeds disobedience and insubordination. 

In all walks of life men who are 
gentlemanly and of good breeding aro 
always respectful and courteous to those 
about them. Respect and courtesy helps 
to make lif2 move along more smoothly. 
In the military service courtesy is just 
as necessary and for the same reasons. 
It helps to keep the great machine inov- 
ing without friction 

Courtesy.among military men is in- 
dispensable io discipline; respect to su- 
periors musi not be confined <:c ob-di 
ence on duty, but will be extended on 
ail occasions. 

The Symbol of the Salute. 

In the old feudal days the free men 
of Europe were all allowed to carry 
weapons, and when they met each 
would hold up his right hand to show 
that he had no weapon m it and that 
they met as friend. In this way the 
salute came to be the symbol or sign 
by which soldiers (free men) might 
recognize each other. 

Soldiers kept this individual salute 
and purposely made it intricate and 
difficult to learn in order that it 
could be acquired only by the con- 
stant training which all drilled gol- 
diers received. 

To this day all armihe have pre- 
served their salute, and when cor- 
rectly executed it is at once recog-

CENSORSHIP EXPLAINED 
BY BRITISH SECRETARY 


Coatinued From Page One. 


plies to meet him on his arrival at 
the coast. 

“Even more striking are the exam- 
ples drawn from the Franco-Prussian 
War, which prove that the German 
General Staff was indebted to the 
French newspapers, directly or indi- 
rectly, first, in July, for infcrmation 
of the strategic deployment of the 
French army, and, second, in August, 
at the time touch was lost, for know1l- 
edge of three facts which had _ so 
much influence on later events—Mac- 
Mahon’'s concentration at Chalons, his 
retreat upon Rheims and subsequent 
advance toward the Meuse. Withina 
week of the order which changed the 
direction of the German armies Na- 
poleon III capitulated at Sedan. The 
Times published a leading article on 
their correspondent’s communication, 
observing that they recognized ‘the 
difficulty of the problem of press cen- 
sorship in Great Britain on grounds 
which would appeal very strongly to 
the American people. 


_, British Opposed to Censorship. 
‘We are not accustomed in this 


country to any form of press censor- 
ship,’ said the writer. ‘The very name 
is abhorrent to our traditions. The Brit- 
ish people would quickly become im- 
patient under prolonged ignorance of 
what their fleet and armies are doing, 
and if such restrictions as would meet 
the riquirements of the case were to 
be toltrated it must be on the clear un- 
derstinding that the Admiralty and 
War Office would never withhold infor- 
mation which could be properly dis- 
closed or delay its publication merely 
to suft official convenience.’ 

“ie laid down as axioms that the le- 
gitimaite anxiety of the country to be 
informed of what concerns it must be 
treated with all possible consideration. 
and that no restraint should be im- 
posed on the free criticism of past 
events, nor of those responsible for the 
action taken; only the premature dis- 
clorure, whether willful or inadverten’, 
of what is happening or about to hap- 
pen should be guarded against. 

“Negotiations on these lines were 
openea with the press, but attempts to 
proceed by way of legislation failed. 
and the problem was left unsolved uniil 
about a year before the outbreak o2 
the present war. Then, as a result of 
negotiations. between the press on the 
one hand and the Admiralty and War 
Office on the other, a joint committee, 
called the Admiralty, War Office and 
Press Committeé, was set up and was 
intrusted with the task of watching the 
working of a voluntary agreement, un- 
der which the press undertook to re- 
spect official warnings and to withhold 
from publication information which, in 
the opinion of the Admiralty and War 
Office, could not be published without 
detriment to national interests. 


Official Press Bureau Created. 
“When war broke out this agree- 


ment was working smoothly, but the 
greatly increased volume of work 
which fell to the committee to be 
dealt with*’at the outbreak of the war 
proved to be beyond the powers of 
the official members of the commit- 
tee, who had other duties of an ex- 
icting nature to -perform. Accord- 
‘gly a special department was cre- 
ted, called the Official Press Bureau, 
‘nrough which the issue was contin- 
-ed of warnings to the press against 
the publication of any matter which 
it was desired to exclude from the 
newspaper in the public interest. 
“It may be said with truth, then, 
that the principles on which the cen- 
sorship of the press is conducted 
today are virtually those On which 
the Admiralty, War Office and Press 
Committee-acted in peace. The bu- 
reau exists not to dictate to the press, 


ford them guidance on any matter 
connected with ‘the publication of 
news in regard to which they may 
find themselves in doubt. So far, 
therefore, as the publication of mat- 
ter in this country is coneerned, the 
censorship performed by the Press 
Bureau is advisory rather than man- 
datory. It is based upon the origi- 
nal voluntary agreerrent, and not on 
any special statutory powers. 

“Since the war began, however, op- 
portunity has been taken, in regula- 
tions issued under the defense of the 
realm act, to prohibit the publica- 
tion of news likely to assist the 
enemy. These regulations apply gen- 
erally to all persons in the United 
Kingdom, and in so far as press of- 
fenses have been created they have 
not been created in order to control 
the press more effectively or sub- 
ject them to more drastic regulations 
than the rest of the community, but 
rather to place them in a privileged 
position. The cnoly special press law 
that exists in this country takes the 
case out of the hands of the military 
authorities and intrusts the admin- 
istration of certain regulations to 
the civil authorities whenever the 
offender is connected with the press.” 


Offending Editors Upen te Punish- 
ment. 
The editor who ts more or less a 


public official, is, under the British 
regulations, treated in the same man- 
ner as the private citizen. If the 
former publishes naval or military 
news of value to the enemy or the 
latter communicates it by letter or 
word of mouth, each is guilty of an 
ofense under the regulations, but it 
is the job of the Director of Public 
Prosecution to get a conviction. 

‘There is, however, a further privi- 
lewe accorded to those connected with 
the press,’ continued Mr. MacPherson 
“If in doubt, the ordinary citizen has to 
rely on his own judgment, but if an 
editor is in doubt he has only to submit 
a proof to the Official Press Bureau and 
he will be advised whether the publica- 
tion of the news in question would be 
an offense against the regulations. It 
is obvious that this voluntary submis- 
sion of news for the opinion of a censor 
before publication is in no sense a press 
censorship; yet so far as the publication 
in the United Kingdom of news originat- 
ing there is concerned, this is the only 
form of press censorship that exists." 

I then put my own case. before the 
secretary. Correspondents are forced to 
submit everything to the cenaor. 

“A broad distinction is and must be 
drawn between the control of publica- 
tion in the United Kingdom and the 
control of communication between the 
United Kingdom and other oountries.’’ 
he said. “Within the United Kingdom 


hews may be published so long as the 


still less to coerce them, but to af- 


defense of the realm regulations are not 
contravened, If they are, the law may 
be invoked against the offender and a 
penalty may be inflicted, but the mis- 
chief is done. Thanks, however, to the 
loyal co-operation of the press it is very 
seldom that an indiscretion occurs, ana 
on the whole the coluntary censorship is 
as effective as any compulsory censor- 
ship could be. 

“It is on this account, no. doubt, that 
the country suffers what might at ‘first 
sight seem to be an appalling menace to 
the lives of its soldiers and sailors. It 
information as to what is going on 
within the United Kingdom is to reach 
the enemy—otherwise than through pub- 
lication in the press, which {& the quick - 
est channel of all—it must be sent to him 


or to some intermediary in communica- 
were no compulsory censorship of this 
tion with him, either through the post, 
or by telegraph, or by hand. If there 
class of matter, information could be 
sent with the greatest ease. 

“In order to avoid leakage in this 
way it is obviously necesary that all 
the ordinary channels of communica- 
tion between the United Kingdom and 
the outside world, i. e., communica- 
ticn by post,, telegraph and by hand, 
must be controlled. In this connection, 
too, it must be re{nembered that postal 
packets or letters carried by hand may 
contain messages written in invisible 
writing, and telegrams may be worded 
so as to convey a secret message. It 
is the duty of the censorship to detect 


and destroy the value of these devices. 

“From such a censorship as this it is 
not possible to exempt the press. But 
it is possible to facilitate their busi- 
ness by every legitimate means. So here 
again the press has been given privi- 
leges not enjoyed by the ordinary pub- 
lic. Every press cable to and from the 
United Kingdom is diverted to the Press 
Pureau, and there censored and placed 
at the disposal of the directors of the 
bureau for this purpose. From this ar- 
rangement the press derives two great 
advantages—priority over less urgent 
messages, and censorship by men who 
are in touch with the censors of press 
copy voluntarily submitted and under 
the same executive control. 

“It will thus he seen that the press 


stands in a favored position. As re- 
gards the publication in this country of 
matter originating here, it is uncen- 
sured, except on the initiative of the 
editor. It is bound by the same laws 
as the rest of the community, but no 
rrosecution can be instituted by the 
naval or military authorities in the case 
cf a press offense, except by direction 
of the public prosecutor. As regards the 
receipt or dispatch of news in or from 
the United Kingdom, the press is sub- 
ject to the same control as the rest of 
the public, but is accorded special fa- 
cilities and privileges. 

“The actual censorship of press copy 
und press cables is done by the censors 
of the Press Bureau under the orders 
of the directors.

FORMERLY WAS 20 CENTS 


tenewed Efforts Will Be Made 
to Have Rate to This 
City Suspended. 


An advance of 15 cents a ton in the 
freight charge on coal from the IIli- 
19018 fields to St. Louis increases the 
freight differential between St. Louis 
and East St. Louis to 35 cents a ton. 

The advanced rate went into effect 
July 1.- Before that the freight rate 
to St. Louis was only 20 cents higher 
than that to East St. Louis. The.ad- 
vanced rate was intended to apply to 
“Hlinois intrastate shipments, but 
efter it had been authorized by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
Iilinois Public Utilities Commission 
fuspended it so far as intrastate 
fhipments are concerned. 

Efforts for Suspension Fail. 

The new rate was also intended by 
the railroads to apply on interstate 
shipments beyond St. Louis, but was 
fuspended -by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission so far as it re- 
lated to points west of St. Louis. An 
effort was made by the St. Loui: 
(Chamber of Commerce to have the 
rate to St. Louis suspended but it 
cid not succeed. In view of the in- 
creased discrimination between St. 
louis and Kast St.Louis, growing out 
of the St. Louis advance, renewed ef- 
forts will be made to have the Bt. 
Louis rate suspended. 

Prior to July 1, the rate from the 
inner group of Illinois mines to St. 
l.ouls was 57% cents a ton and frorn 
the outer group 72% cents a ton, whicn 
was 20 cents in excess of the rates to 


‘Fast St. Louis. The new rate to St. 


Louis is 72% cents from the inner group 
and 87% cents from the outer group, 
with the East St. Louis rate remaininyg 
at 27% cents from the inner group and 
6/% cents from the outer group.

Louis and Fast St. Louis will continuc 
as long as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission permits the increased tariff 
to stand against St. Louis and the Iili- 
nois Utilities Commission continues tiie 
suspension of the rate on intrastate 
shipments. The suspension on intra- 
state shipments is for 100 days, but May 
be renewed indefinitely. 

The first effect of the andvanced 
freight rate is the announcement that 
the retail price of coal will advan 
here next week from $3.75 to $4.25 
a ton,

These mei whose homes are in the 
Pyrennes have fought gallanty ever 
since the outbreak of hostilities. It 
was they who took Craonne, the key 
position of the eastern end of the 
Chemin des Dames and it was thew 
who were in possession of the town 
and vicinity when the Germans made 
their repeated effort to conquer the 
ground to which commanders at- 
tached so much importance. 

The latest vain German effort was 
made on Jure 3, when Gen. Bohm witn 
two fiesh divisions of Rhennish troops. 
the Fifteenth and Four Hundred and 
Fourteenth, who had just been hur- 
ried from the Rumanian front, as- 
saulted the Californie and Casemates 
plateaus with a suddenness and fury 
such as has rarely been noted on the 
part of the Germans, 

Basques at Sight. 

The attack cpened with a most intense 
artillery bombardment under which 
however, the tasques sat tight in their 
trenches improvised out of shell holes 
joined together. When the awful hurri- 
cane of shel.s ceased the occupants of 
the trenches saw advancing toward them 
wave after wave of Gertnan infantry 
who crossed the dessicated ground e!- 
bow to elbow, their numbers far in ex- 
cess of those of the French defenders. 
Not a sign, however, was given by the 
Basques of yielding grovwnd until the 
German rani's opened and brought to 
vieW men equipped with implements 
throwing liquid flames. Then and only 
aid the Basques fall back at those por- 
tions of their lines which were sprinkled 
with blazing spirit. 

Temporary Retirement, 

This retirement was only a temporary 
one. The French soon organized e 
counter attack with grenades and bay- 
onets. The hend grenades were thrown 
hy them with such precision of wing 
due to their lifelong practice at their 
favorite game, that they forced the 
Germans out again rapidly, and in the 
fury of their on-rush again advanced 
beyond the «¢riginal lines, 

On the right of this Basque line the 
famous Chasseurs hat an eyually severe 
fight with the attacking Germans who 
were eventually thrown back after suf- 
férirg great losses. Not an inch of the 
ground gained by the French in the firs: 
movement of the offensive had beer 
iost. 

Information gathered from the prison- 
“crs shows that the German high corm- 
mand cannot reconile itself to the loss 
of Craonne and Chemin des Dames, 
and the officers of the fighting units 
have. been ordered repeatedly to re-take 
them at any costs.

How to “Conserve” 
Surplus Male Birds 


Conservation of food supplies, which 
is 80 important, does not mean that the 
surplus male birds are to be “conserved”’ 
in the live form. “Swat the rooster” 
that is no longer required for breeding. 
The hens probably lay better without 
the rooster. The eggs are infertile and 
for that reason are better for table pur- 
poses, and also keep longer. The gur- 
plus old roosters eat! their heads off in 
a comparatively short time. They should 
be disposed of promptly. 

If you don’t want to eat the rooster, 
sell him. He may go into cold storage 
and ‘“‘do his bit’’ in increasing the food 
supply next winter. The old rooster, as 
well as the young one, especially if he 
be of the larger varieties, is good eat- 
ing if fattened and cooked properly.

REGULARITY ESSENTIAL 
IN GROOMING DUGS 


———___ 


Long and Short Haired Ani- 
mals—Care in Bathing. 


In grooming a dog, regularity is es- 
sential, just as it is with a horse. Brush 
him every day, and go at the work 
thoroughly. If your pet has long hair, 
like a collie, you must use a comb on 
him, one with teeth long enough to reach 
the skin. Comb out ail dirt and foreign 
matter, then use a stiff brush. On 
every part of the body brush the hair in 
the direction nature has given it. For 
short-haired dogs like a fox terrier, 
nothing is better than a hair glove. 
Finish the job with a brisk bare-hand 
rubdown. This gives a beautiful polish 
to his coat. 

One of the best treatments for a dog’s 
coat is to rub in wood ashes, then comb 
them out well. Flour is nearly as good, 
but it must be 
thoroughly dried in an oven before it is 
used. 

The treatment just outlined will make 
the bath seldom necessary. About once 
in two weeks you might employ the 
tepid bath. Never use hot water; it 
disagrees with dogs, decidedly; they fre- 
quently faint under its effects. Do not 
put carbolic acid in the bath: it may 
poison your pet by absorption through 
the skin. Avoid carbolic soaps; they 
are dangerous, and make the skin too 
dry. 
that dogs are very susceptible to skin 
diseases. 

Benzine is a simple remedy for fleas 
or lice, but daily attention and a clean 
kennel will prevent much trouble from 
these parasites. 

Be very particular to dry the dog well 
after his bath, and if he seems cold, 
blanket him for a while. Ordinarily, a 
brisk run or some practice of tricks 
will restore the bodily warmth. 


Good Time to Hold 
on to Poultry 


It is reported from Washington 
that on June 1 the amount of poul- 
try in cold storage in this country 
was 54,834,191 pounds. This wags 487 
res. cent larger than the amount in 
storage at the same time a year ago. 
This may mean cheaper poultry dur- 
ing the coming fall and winter for 
the consumer, and again it may not. 
Much depends upon the measure of 
“tood control” exercised by Herbert 
C Hoover under the direction of the 
President and Congress. 

Modern methods of market manipu- 
lition and speculation have a way of 
neutralizing in large measure the law 
of supply and demand. As Presiden: 
Wilson pointed out, in appealing for 
power to regulate food prices, his 
proposed measures are not the only 
kind of “food control.” We have 
rFeen having control by speculators 
urd by others who control the stor- 
age facilities in many cities. The 
new plan of the President and of 
Hoover is simply to exchange con- 
trul by the few for their own benefit 
rer control of the Government in the 
interest, as far as possible, for all 
concerned. 

Some of the reasons for the larye 
amount of poultry in storage now are 
obvious, chiefly the scarcity and high 
rrice of food, which has caused many 
treeders to reduce their flocks below 
normal. Some are justified in foi- 
lowing this course. Some may be 
compelled to do it. But, as before 
urged in these columns, it may be a 
gzcod plan for many to hold on, and 
even to increase their flocks, Dbe- 
cause high prices are likely to con- 
tinue for several years. 

In some European countries the 
sale of breeding stock of various 
kinds has been stringently regulated.

HOPPER FEEDING MSI 
NATURAL FOR FOWLS 


They Learn to Know Food Is 
Constant and Will Mix It With 
Foraged Supply. 


The hopper method of feeding fowls is 
recommended by many persons and on 
various grounds. Cont y to a common 
impression, the birds eat no, more than 
when they are fed periodically, and 
aften they eat less. When you feed them 
two or three time a day they greedily 
eat up the food at once. This makes 
them satisfied and drowsy, they sit 
down and perhaps go to sleep. They do 
little foraging, ev2n when on full range. 
With the hopper they soon come to 
know the food is there whenever they 
want it, they eat moderately from time 
to time and go in search of green stuff, 
worms, etc. In the aggregate, by this 
method, if they are given plenty of feed 
and if the foraging is good, they will 
eat a larger amount than if fed two or 
three times each day, and under most 
circumstances you want them to eat 
heavily, whether for meat or eggs. If 1 
variety of food is placed in the hoppers 
the birds will take what they want, or 
what they require, thus balancing their 
own rations. In other words, the nupper 
method, supplemented by free forage, is 
really « more natural one for the fowls 
than the usual methud. 

Unfortunately, it is a little difficult to 
consider merely what i: the best food 
for poultry, the question of cost cuts so 
important a figure. Experiment proves 
that when all common grains are before 
the fowls at all times they will eat nivre 
wheat than anything else. Just now tha 
price of wheat is almost prohibitive for 
liberal feeding. 

Or course, if fowls are not accustomed 
to hopper feeding they may “‘stuft’ 
themselves at first. They can be adjust- 
ed to it gradually, perhaps first by put- 
ting before them ali the oats they will 
eat. In fact, some breeders who do not 
keep other grains before their fowls do 
keep outs before them. 


Room for Experiment 
Is Still Abundant 


There are a lot of things which even 
those who ure called poultry experts do 
not know. Some of the most commonly 
accepted principles and rules are dis- 
puted. 

Nearly everyone says that poultry 
houses need not be warm in winter, but 
that they should be free from drafts. 
Well, I am perfectly sure that one win- 
ter, when I had a house you could see 
tnrough almost anywhere, I got more 
exgs than I ever got in any other wintev 
from the same number vf hens and did 
not have a case of cold; yet it was a 
cold, windy winter. 

Practically all of us test out the eggs 
ir the incubator after eight or ten days, 
yet one wornan who lives on a farm and 
who is a successful poultry raiser says 
she discovered it is a waste of time. 

John H. Robinson, who has few s41- 
periors as practical authority on poul- 
try questions, claims he has found, tu 
his own satisfaction, that grit has n-% 
value in the poultry yard. 

Whatever we may think of these in- 
stances of differences of opinion, I am 
sure we can recall many things about 
poultry raising which come up all the 
time in our experiences about which we 
are uncertain. There is still plenty of 
room for experiment. 


Heavy Loss of Eggs 
Due to Carelessness 


More than one-sixth of the annual 
egg output of Missouri is lost through 
carelessness, according to H. L. Kemp- 
ster, professor of poultry husbandry in 
the University of Missouri Colleze of 
Agriculture. 

Missouri hens produce 1,332,000,000 eggs 
a year. Of this number 17 per cent, or 
296,440,000, are lost through spoilage and 
breakage. These 226,440,000 exes would 
weigh 28,505,000 pounds, represent 141, 
525,000 pounds of chicken feed and the 
output of 2,264,400 hens 

The loss from bad eggs come about 
because a single broken or spoiled egg 
is not considered a great loss. But 
it is the total of these broken and ha’ 
eggs which causes an annual 
$5,661,000 when eggs are selling 
cents a dozen 

These bad and broken eggs not onty 
represent a loss of human food but the 
loss of grain and other feeds which the 
country can 11] afford at this time of 
national food shortage.

including both investors and homeseek- 
ers, While the demand on behalf of com- 
mercial interests with plans for expan- 
sion is noteworthy. 

Consensus of opinion is that after 
the draft of the National Army is 
completed, the revival will be gene- 
ral, more especially in the demand 
for residential properties. It is 
pointed out by agents that compara- 
tively few persons are out of em- 
ployment and that, owing to the wide- 
spread commercial prosperity, due to 
the consumption incident to the war, 
better wages are forthcoming. Ac- 
cordingly, an unusual amount of idle 
money is piling up among the masses 
and this, following the natural trend, 
it is argued, will seek investment and 
small homes and income properties 
will be the magnets.

Cessation in construction, due to the

U. S. INDUSTRIES FORESEEN 


Building Trades Believed to 


Contain Unusual Elements 


of Promise as Distinguished From Industria] 
and Commercial Activity in General.

The American Contractor in its issue 
of yesterday, describing the building 
outlook, says: 


‘There are two factors which practi 
cally control the building situation anc 
prospects; 1, the degree of activity in 
general manufacturing and trading. 2, 
those influences which tend especially 
to stimulate construction. In forming 
his outlook, therefore, the :eader should 
first inquire regarding the volume of 
business as a whole. On this point, cer- 
tainly, all 'ndications are most favor- 
able. Except in the actual regions of 
combat, war invariably resclts in an 
cnormous umount of business. The 
present war has an unsually strons 
tendency in this direction, because it is 
essentially an industrial war, to a de- 
gree never before equaled in history. 

“Not one Lusiness rar in ten here 
in the United States has yet realized 
the prodigious demands which will he 
made upon our facilities of production 
and distribuvon. The cnly limiting fac- 
tors are workmen and materials. 

New Capitalization, 

“Some idea of the rush of !ndustry in 
coming 'nontis is given by the fact that 
within the space of 30 days more than 
$500,000,000 of capital was involved in 
the chartering of new concerns in the 
United Statas. This surpasses even the 
record-breaking boom of 1916 It is 
simply inconceivable that this immense 
production now in view will not be ac- 
companied by a proportionate degree of 
activity in the building trades 

“This second point to consider is 
whether there are specific causes oper- 
ating to give a particular impetis to 
tuilding lines as distinguished from in- 
dustrial and commercial activity in gen- 
eral. 

“In regard to residential building, 
there will very likely be considerable 
hesitation in high-grade propositions, at 


least while the fashion for economy 
at its heights. It must be remembered, 
however, that within the ensuing 
months many people will make more 
money than ever before in their lives 
and will be elevated into the class ef 
property owners. Besides these newly 
wealthy patrons of building, there will 
be thousands of workmen raised te the 
position of home-owners by the steadily 
advancing payroll to labor. 

“Finally, there must necesserily be 
new plants and construction to handle 
the requirements of the $600,000,000 of 
new industrial capital which is monthly 
added to thealready stupendous total ef 
business investment. 

Municipal and Inatitational Projects. 

“In the case of municipal, institu. 
tional or endowed projects, the outioek 
is far from clear. Many observers feel 
that this class of buildings wil be per- 
manetly stagnant until the ending of 
war brings prices more attractive tc our 
city fathers, trustees and boards of di- 
rectors. Other observers, however, @n- 
ticipate that no class of buildings can 
fail to feel the influence of expansion 
which is in the air. They point out, for 
example, that never before has the 
country been more in need of good coi1- 
mercial highways for relieving ty inc- 
tor truck transportation the railroad 
systems which for the last 2 montrs 
have been literally swamped with .~ul- 
fic demands. 


“On the whole, the prospective situa- 
tion in the building industry can be sum- 
marized as distinctly optimistic. WUven 
though we disregard as problematical 
the impetus which may come frem the 
requirement for Government can: >1- 
ments and camps, there still remain 
enough purely commercial factors to 
warrant sound coufidence in the future 
of building during the period of the 
war.”

HIS is the third of a series of articles by Sergt. 
Alexander McClintock, a Kentuckian, who served 
with the Canadian army in ‘the Ypres salient. 
McClintock, who is a graduate of.the Virginia 

Military Institute, was made a sergeant soon after his 
enlistment. The first two articles of the series dealt 
with his training in Canada and Bagland, his arrival in 
the trenches and the preparations for a bombing raid 
into a German trench section. The articles are printed 
as they were written by McClintock, without literary 
embellishments.

S we climbed out of the shelter of our 
trenches for my first—and, perbaps, my 
last, I thought—-adventure in No Man’s 
Land, the word was passed: 

“Over the top and give ‘em hell!”’ 
That is the British Tommies’ battle cry 
as they charge the enemy and it has 
often sounded up and down those long lines in Western 
France as the British, Canadian and Australian soldiers 
go out to the fight and the death. 

We were divided into six parties of 10 men, each party 
having separate duties to perform. We crouched for- 
ward, moving slowly in single file, stumbling into shell 
holes and over dead men--some very long dead—-and 
managing to keep in touch with each other, though the 
machine-gun bullets began to drop men almost immedi- 
ately. Once we were started we were neither fearful nor 
rattled. We had been drilled so long and so carefully 
that each man knew just what he was tod and he kept 
right on doing it, unless he got hit. To me it seemed 
the ground was moving back under me. The first 10 
yards were the toughest. The thing was perfectly or- 
ganized. Our first party of 10 was composed of signalers. 
They were paving out wires and carrying telephones to be 
vsed during the 15 minutes of our stay in the German 
trenches in communicating with our battalion head- 
quarters. A telephone code had been arranged, using 
the names of our commanding officers as symbols. 

“Rexford 1’’ meant ‘‘First prisoners being sent back.” 
‘Rexford 2”. meant “Our first wounded being sent over.’ 
‘Rexford 3° meant “We have entered German treachb.” 
The code was very complete and the signalers had been 
drilled in it for a week. In case the telephone wires 
were cut the signalers were to send messages back by the 
use of rifle grenades. These are rifle projectiles with a 
small powder charge, which carry little metal cylinders 
to contain written messages, and which burst into flame 
when they strike the earth, so that they can be easily 
found at night. The officer in charge of the signalers 
was to remain at the point of entranee, with his eyes on 
his watch. It was his duty to sound a warning signal five 
minutes before the end of our time in the German 
trenches. 

The leader of every party of 10 also had a whistle with 
which to repeat the warning blast and then the final 
blast, when each’ man was to drop everything and get 
back of our artillery fire. We were not to leave any 
dead or wounded in the German trench, on account of the 
information which the Germans might thus obtain. Be- 
fore starting on the raid we had removed all maris from 
our persons, including even our identification discs. 
Except for signalers, each 
party of 10 was similarly 
organized. First, there 
were two bayonet men, 
each with an electric flash 
attached to his rifle, so as 
to give light for the direc- 
tion of a bayonet thrust 
and controlled by a button 
at the left-hand. grasp of 
the rifle. Besides his rifle, 
all of these men carried 
six or eight Mills No. 5 
hand grenades, weighing 
from a pound and five 
ounces to a pound and 
seven ounces each.

They are same shape as 
a turkey egg and a little 
larger. Upon withdrawing 
the firing pin a lever sets a 
four-second fuse going. 
One of these grenades will 
clean out anything living 
in a 10-foot trench section. 
It will also kill the man 
who is throwing it, if he 
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“Private Winter and I carried him 
between us.” 
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holds is more than four seconds after he has pulled the 
pin. The third man of each 10 was an expert bomb 
thrower, equipped as lightly as possible to give him free- 
dom of action. He carried a few bombs himself, but 
the main supply was carried by the fourth man, who 
was not to throw any unless the third man became a 
casualty, in which case number four was to take his 
place. The third man also carried a knob-kerrie—a 
heavy bludgeon to be used in whacking an enemy over 
the head. Ours were made by fastening 
heavy steel nuts on a stout stick of wood— 
a very business-like contrivance. The 
fourth man, or bomb carrier, besides hav- 
ing a large supply of Mills grenades, had 
smote bombs, to be used in smoking the 
Germans out of dugouts, and, later, if 
necessary, in covering our retreat, and 
also fumite bombs. The latter are very 
dangerous to handle. They contain a 
mixture of petrol and phoSphorous, and 
weigh three pounds each. On exploding 
they release liquid fire. 

The fifth; six, seventh and eighth in 
line were called utility men. They were 
to ta!.e the places of any of the first four 
who might become casualties. In addi- 
tion, they carried two Stoxes-gun bombs 
each. These. weigh nine pounds apiece, 
have six-second fuses and can be used in 
wrecking dugouts. The ninth and tenth 
men were sappers, carrying slabs of gun 
eutton and several hundred yards of in- 
stantaneous fuse. This explosive is used 
in demolishing machine-gun emplace- 
ments and mine saps. The sappers were 
to lay their charges while we were at 
work in the trenches and explode them as 
soon aS our party was far enough out on 
the return journey to be safe from this 
danger. In addition to these parties of 10 
were three of us who carried bombs and 
had orders to keep near the three officers, 
to tale the place of any one of them that 
might go down and meanwhile to use our 
own judgment about helping the jolly old 
party along. I was assigned one of the 
three. yo. 

In addition to the ra:cing partiy proper 
there was a relay ail across No Man's 
Land, at 10-pace intervals, mating a bhu- 
man chain to show us our way back, to 
azsist the wounded and, in case of op- 
portunity or necessity, to reinforce us. 
They were ordered not to leave their po- 
s tions when we becan to come back, until 
the last man of our party had been ac- 
counted for. The fimal section of our en- 
tourage was.composed of 12 stretcher 
bearers, who had been specially trained with us, so that- 
they would be familiar with the trench section which we 
were to raid. 

There were two things which made it possible for our 
raiding party to get started across No Man's Land. One 
was the momentary quickening of the blood which fol- 
lows a big and unaccustomed dose of rum and the other 

was a sort of subconscious, 
mechanical confidence in 
our undertaking, which 
Was a result of the scores 
of times we had gone 
through every prearranged 
movement in our practice 
duplicate German trenches 
behind our lines. Without 
either of those influences, 
we simply could not have 
left the shelter and faced 
what was before us. 


, An intensified bombard- 
ment frem our guns began 
just as soon as we had 
climbed “‘over the top” and 
were lining up for the jour- 
ney across. “Lining up” is 
not just a suitable term. 
We were crawling about 
on all fours, just far 
enough out in No Man's 
Land to be under the edge 
of the German shell fire, 
and taking-what shelter we 
could in shell holes while 
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“In a few moments he 
wasn't there.” 
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our leaders picked the way to start across. The extra 
heavy bombardment had warned the Germans that some- 
thing was about to happen. They sent up star shells 
and “S O 8” signals, until there was a glare over the 
torn earth like that which you see at the grand finish of 
a fireworks display, and meanwhile they sprayed No 
Man’s Land with streams of machine-gun fire. In the 
face of that we started. 

It would seem absurd to say that we were not fright- 
ened. Thinking men could not 
help but be afraid. If we were 
pallid—which undoubtedly we 
were—the black upon our faces 
hid it, but our fear-struck voices 
were not disguised. They trembled 
and our teeth chattered. 


We sneaked out, single file, 
making our way from shell hole 
to shell hole, nearly all the time 
on all fours, crawling quickly over 
the flat places between this small 
shelter. The Germans had_ not 
sighted us, but they were squirt- 
ing machine-gun bullets all over 
the place promiscuously, like a 
man watering a lawn with a gar- 
den hose. Behind me I! heard cries 
of pain and groans, but it made 
little impression on my benumbed 
intelligence, from the mere fact 
that whatever happened had hap- 
pened to one of the other sections 
of 10 and not to my own. It 
seemed, some way or another, no 
affair to concern me. Then a man 
in front of me doubled up sud- 
denly and rolled into a shell hole. 
That simply made me remember 
very clearly that I was not to 
stop on account of it. It was 
someone elses business to pick 
that man up. Next, aecording to 
the queer psychology of battle, I 
began to lose my sensation of fear 
and nervousness. After I saw the 
second man go down I gave niy 

_ attention principally to a consid- 
eration of the irregularities of the 

German parapet ahead of us, pick- 

ing out the spot where we were to 

enter the trench. It seems silly 
to say it, but I seemed to get some 
sort of satisfaction out of the re- 
alization that we had lost the per- 
centage which we might be ex- 
pected to lose going over! Now, it 
seemed, the rest of us were safe 
until we should reach the next 
phase of our undertaking. I heard directions given 
and {[ gave some myself. My voice was firm, 
it surprised me, and I felt almost calm. Our artillery 
had so torn up the German barbed wire that it 
gave us no trouble at all. We walked through it with 
only a few scratches. When we reached the low, sand- 
bag parapet of the enemy trench, we tossed in a few 
bombs and followed them right over as soon as they had 
exploded. There wasn't a German in sight. They were 
all in their dugouts. But we knew pretty well where 
every dugout was located, and we rushed for the en- 
trances with our bombs. Everything seemed to be going 
just as we had expected it to go. Two Germans ran 
plump into me as I was rounding a ditch angle with a 
bomb in my hand. They had their bands up and each 
of them yelled: 

“Mercy, Kamarad!” 

I passed them back to be sent to the rear, and the man 
who received them from me chuckled and told them to 
move lively. The German trenches were practically just 
as we had expected to find them, according to our sample. 
They were so nearly similar to the duplicate section in 
which we had practiced that we had no trouble finding 
our way in them. I was just thinking that really the 
only tough part of the job remaining would be getting 
back across No Man’s Land, when it seemed that the 
whole earth, behind me, rose in the air. For a moment I 
was stunned and half blinded by dirt biown into my face. 
When I was able to see I discovered that all which lav 
behind me was a mass of upturned earth and rock, with 
here and there a man shaking himself or scrambling out 
of it or lying still. 

Just two minutes after we went into their trench, the

a million francs had been extorted from him. 

Circumstantial evidence also pointed toward the fact 
that had not Slater’s predicament been discovered when 
it was, the unfortunate millionaire would have paid the 
price of his folly with his life, as Biscaye and Anna 
Roosemale-Nepveu, after being married, arranged to give 
up the chateau the American had rented, and when the 
chauffeur was searched after being arrested, a phial 
of poison, purchased three days previously, was found 
in his pocket. Investigation disclosed that he had pur- 
chased it from an acquaintance on the last day of his 
honeymoon before returning to the chateau, and that 
he had demanded assurances that it was powerful enough 
“to kill a man.” 

Slater is a brother of the chief owner of the Slater 
Mills at Webster, Mss. Two decades ago, when Sam 
Slater was walking through one of the huge woolen mills 
—where more than 1200 girls were employed—he noticed 
one among them who seemed above her surroundings. 
He questioned her, talked to her mother afterward, took 
her away from the mill, educated her and then they were 
married. Soon, however, the mill girl bride had her 
millionaire husband adj:dged insane and committed to 
a private asylum. Then she divorced him. Later Slater 
escaped from the asylum and sought a haven in Europe, 
to evade further incarceration. On the very steamer that 
took him across the Atlantic and away from madhouse 
guards, he became acquainted with a woman whom he 
married soon after their arrival in London. The rich 
manufacturer separated from the second Mrs. Slater a 
little while afterward as the result of a flirtation she 
engaged in at Monte Carlo with a young Englishman, who 
was said to have lost huge sums of the Slater gold across 
the green gaming tables of the Casino. 

After these two experiences Slater eschewed the gentle 
sex. Music was his recreation and since he could play 
no instrument and was of a solitary Wisposition, he pur- 
chased several fine phonographs and was said to have 
the most complete stock of records in Europe. I*requent- 
ly he would lock himself in 
his apartment in the big 
house at 70 Avenue d lena, 
almost opposite the home of 
James Gordon Bennett and 
directly across the street 
from the mansion of M. Bu- 
neau-Varilla, and play the 
phonograph day and night, 
refusing all food and con- 
tenting himself with an oc- 
casional highball for re- 
freshment. 

Then, just before the war 
broke out, Slater made a 
fleeting trip to the United 
States and there hired as 
chauffeur a Swiss named 
Andre Biscaye. The influ- 
ence of Biscaye over bis em- 
ployer was marked and im- 
mediate. From being an au- 
tomobile driver Biscaye be- 
came valet and then butler 
and ther companion, and 
finally bosom friend of the 
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Samuel Slater. 


lonely millionaire. He ran the Slater household, ordered 
the food, paid the bills amd soon relegated the millionaire 


to the position of a child. 


It was soon after war was deciared that Slater—alone for 
once—strolled through the rue de la Paix. In a jeweler’s win- 
dow he stopped to admire a handsome diamond lavalliere. 


Curious, he went inside and priced it, 
“Twenty thousand francs,” said the jeweler, 
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“For the last three months I had only five different records left!” 


to know how much it is. It’s of no use to me and I! 
don’t know anyone I would give it to. Now, if a pretty 
salesgir! had shown it to me, I might have purchased it 
and made her a present of it.” 

“Come back tomorrow at this hour and the prettiest 
girl in Paris will wait on you,” responded the jeweler, 
who proceeded to describe his friend, a mannequin in a 
famous coutouriere’s shop across the street, who had 
been forced to go to-work through sudden poverty, and 
who was “gentile’’ and “‘seieuse’’ to the nth degree. 


When he went home Slater told his chauffeur of the 
occurrence and announced he intended to go next day 
and see the girl. The chauffeur objected, asserting that 
the jeweler was merely scheming to sell the lavalliere. 
Slater for once showed determination, but compromised 
by asking Biscaye to accompany him. 

Next day Slater met Anna Aimee Roosmale-Nepveu. 
She told him that she was of Dutch birth and that her 
father had been ruined the year before by the failure 
of his tulip crop in Holland. She said he committed 
suicide and her mother had died from shock and she—the 
only child—had come to Paris to earn her living as a 
model. And after she had told Slater that in broken 
English and words-of-one-syllable French, for the mil- 
lionaire never learned the language, despite his long 
sojourn in France, the girl turned and talked rapidly 
with Biscaye for several minutes. 

An appointment for dejeuner at the Cafe de Paris was 
made for next day and when the mannequin lifted fhe 
napkin from her plate she found beneath it the 20,000 
francs lavalliere that Slater had purchased the day be- 
fore. 

After Anna had thanked her benefactor Slater men- 
tioned to her what Biscaye had broached to him in the 
previous evening, after the first meeting with the girl, 
that perhaps she would like to be engaged as housekeeper 
for the millionaire. She accepted without a moment's 
hesitation.

At that remark Slater turned to Biscaye and told hm 
to rent the chateau, called des Bouchots. It was on the 
outskirts of a tiny mountain town; Saint-Remy-en-Rol- 
lat. 

On the day the trio moved into the chateau Slater ga.e 
a dinner in the huge, raftered dining hall. It was only 
a dinner for three, and toward the end, after the cellar 
had been sampled from a half-dozen different bottles, 
Slater rose from his chair and formally asked his housce- 
keeper if she would marry him. 


With Biscaye’s searching dark eyes following every 
movement of the millionaire and the girl, she cho! ed a 
moment and then replied that she would give him h's 
answer next day. In honor of the occasion Slater sampled 
more of the vintage wines and then: Anna started the 
phonograph grinding out ragtime. Next morning, when 
the millionaire awakened, he found himself on a dirty 
cot in the cow barn, chained like a dog. A young man, 
Raymond Barreau, sat near him as guard. Within the 
radius allowed by his chain was Slater’s phonograph 
with a big box of records, and beside him, too, were haif 
a dozen bottles of wine and one of whisky. 

Biscaye had told Barreau—whom he had hired in the 
village nearby~—that Slater was insane. Therefore, when 
the American began to yell, loudly demanding his releace, 
Barreau merely followed orders and began working the 
phonograph. 

After a while Slater got tired of shouting and whcn 
he stopped the music soothed him.

O the casual reader of war news and even to some 
earnest students of matters military and naval it 
has been a matter of surprise that no attempt 

—ras“=been made by the allied fleets to attack 


the German warship and submarine bases 


on the North Sea and the Kiel Canal. 
Mines? Of course, everyone knows 
that there are mines and submarines and. shore 
batteries: but what of that? Isn’t the allied 
fleet, with the ships of England, America, 
France, Japan and Russia powerful enough 
to sacrifice a large number of craft in 
a project that would amount toa death 
blow at the Central Powers, with- 
out impairing its own great 
strength? Weren't there mines 
at Mobile Pay and at Manila? 
It has been pointed out by 
those in favor of o!ffensive fleet 
action that the preponderance 
of the entente armadas is such 
that a sacrifice of. 100 big and 
little ships of war would be 
small compared to the possible 
result, a strangling blockade 
of Germany, with the elimina- 
tion of the submarine menace 
and an invasion of German 
territory by landing parties. 
Winston Churchill in England 
and Rear Admiral Bradley B. 
Fiske of America have been 
the chief proponents of the 
“dig ’em out” plan. The Brit- 
ish view is for a straight-away 
attack on the naval bases, re- 
gardless of mines, submarines 
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to send a flotilla of torpedo

warship and coast defenses, 
with an allied fleet in reserve 
to destroy such units as seek 
safety by flight into the open 
sea. 

Perhaps such an offensive will 
yet be undertaken. The addi- 
tion of American naval re- 
sources to those of the allies 
may cause the entente admiral- 
ties to look with fevor on the 
plan which Churchill has been 
advocating since the first week 
of the war. 
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If the feat is successfully 
performed, then indeed will] the 
big battleship rule the world. 
Nature and German ingenuity 
have combined to make the 
German North Sea bases the most powerful in the 
world. If they are to be destroyed then there is nothing 
that can resist an attack from the sea. 

Until recently little was known of the defenses along 
the “German Ocean.” Of course, it has been taken for 
granted that powerful shore works had been constructe 
and the sea before them strewn with mines and subma- 
rine torpedo bases, but details of the remarkable strength 
bave been jealously guarded. 

Several weeks ago J. M. de Beaufort, an American 
trained journalist, published an account of a visit he 
made to Kiel, Wilhelmshaven and other bases in 1915, 
with accompanying maps of the shore works that give 
the general public an idea of the prodigious and almost 
superhuman efforts that have been made by Germany 
to make its north shore impervious to an attack from 
the sea. 

To begin with, there is Heligoland, the rock in the 
North Sea that stands 40 miles from the German coast, 
guarding the whole line of German naval bases and the 
Kiel Canal. In last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch Magazine 
there was printed a detailed account of the defenses of 
the Gibraltar of the “German Ocean.” It was shown 
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there that this speck on the ocean, with its 17-inch how- 
itzers and other defenses apparently could only be taken 
by an air attack in great mass, followed by an assault 
from a powerful armada at sea. Let us assume that 
Heligoland has been ground into the sea at a small 


enough loss to the allies to permit a further attack 


on the North Sea bases. What then? Let us turh to 
De Beaufort’s first-hand description of the 250-mile de- 
fense system along the German coast of the North Sea. 
“Germany,” says De Beaufort, “‘possesses on the ocean 
border the natural advantages of shallow water and a 
sandy flat coast which in themselves afford a valuable 
safeguard against naval operations. The tide rises about 
10 feet on the Elbe and from six to seven on the Frisian 
coast. In peace the various sandbanks and dangerous 
places are marked by beacons and lights, but, of course, 
since the beginning of the war everything that might 
facilitate navigation has been removed. The harbors 
are limited to those on the Elbe, the Weser, the Jade 


and the Ents. They are approached by three narrow: 


and tortuous channels, impossible to navigate without a 
pilot or expert knowledge of the charts. That is what 
nature has done for Germany; science and art have 
| done still more. 

The German coast de- 
fense system is divided 
into two parts, the North 
Sea and the Baltic divi- 
sions, with headquarters 
at Wilhelmshaven and 
Kiel respectively. It is 
generally understood that 
the entire system is con- 
trolled by the navy, but 
that is not quite correct. 
The Island of Borkum, for 
instance, the most western 
of the Frisian group and 
practically in sight of Hol- 
land, is controlled by the 
army. It guards the chan- 
nel leading to Emden har- 
bor and smaller ports. 
_Other coast defense sta- 
tions under control of the 

..army are the fortifications 
of Neufahrwasser in the 
Baltic, protecting the 
mouth of the Vistula, the 
forts at Pillua af the en- 
trance of Frische Haff, the 
approach to the fortress of 


Koenigsburg and Swinc- 
munde guarding the mouvta

Vulcan ship building yards. 
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The triple warship patrol along 250 miles of the German North Sea coast protecting all of the empire's 
great naval bases. Heligoland is an integral part of the offensive defensive line. 


“Every unit of the entire system, every harbor, dock- 
yard, fort, battery; in fact, every big gun, is connected 
with the others by a strategic railroad, and in a smaller 
‘degree by a chain of ¢anals. Thus, Emden, on the ex- 
treme west, is connected with Memel on the extreme 
_ The heart and brains of this great web are at 

iel. 

“The German coast defense system,”’ so everyone will 
assure you, is, “first of all an offensive defense effected 
through submarines and torpedo boats, using the coast 
fortifications as a base. Furthermore, if I am to be- 
lieve some of my informants, the people who think the 
German fleet lies inactive in the Kiel Canal are entirely 
wrong. It is continually on the watch and its ships 
are day and night in the North Sea often as far out as 100 
miles. It ig guarding the German coast and here follows 
how it is done: 

“Draw 4 circle with Heligoland as its centar, the 
circumference passing through the Isle of Sylt off: 
the Schleswig-Holstein coast, and Borkum, off that 
of Friesland. The outer semi-circle having a radius 
of about 60 miles is patroled by torpedo boats, which 
are on constant guard; and they will report at once 
any warships that venture near. Behind this line 
of patrols comes a eordon of fast cruisers to give the 
‘thin black line,’ a firm background. Finally, a 
third line of defense is formed by armored cruisers, 
which act as a reserve and a support for the cruisers 
and torpedo boats. The object of these three lines 
is to engage and hold back any attacking enemy 
until the grand battle fleet—which remains safely 
in the harbor, protected from submarine attacks, 
has had time to appear upon the scene. In addition 
to these offensive lines of defense, every channel 
leading to the harbors is protected by submarines and 
mines. 

“Let us next examine the coast batteries and forts. The 
Jade Bay, with Wilhelmshaven, is protected by 13 or 14 
almost impregnable forts. The surrounding country is 
flat and marshy and no attempt has been made, in most 
cases, to mask the forts. A strategical railway encircles 
the bay. Wilhelmshaven is a virtual fortress in itself, 
surrounded by smaller forts and surrounding batteries. 
Across the bay the four guns of the battery at Eckwarden 
show their heavy muzzles, while still further east, in the 
very center of the mouth of the Weser, lie the twin forts, 
Langlutjen 1 and 2. Bremerhaven again is a large fort- 
ress supported by the batteries of Forts Geestermunde 
and Lehe and several forts along the channel. There are 
a number of forts froff Lehe along the coast to Cuxhaven, 
which is another important defensive center. At this 


' point the Elbe fortifications begin; and as is the case at 


Jade, both sides of the shore are dotted with batteries and 
forts from Cuxhaven to Stade and from Glueckstadt to 
Plattenbronne. Bruensbittel, about one and a half 
miles west of the Kiel Canal entrance, is a separate and 
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Stroaniy armed fort. 

“The ordnance of Ger- 
man’s coast defense 
system consists of the 
heaviest Krupp arma- 
ment, as well as of 
lighter guns, the caliber 
ranging from 17-inch to 
4.7-inch. At Wilhelms- 
haven, Langlutjen. and 
_Cuxhaven the 17-inch- 
ers predominate. The. 
calibers most in use are 
10 and 11 inch. Many of 
these guns are mounted 
on movable platforms, 
placed in the center of 
heavy steel] _=srailroad 
trucks, strong enough, 
it seemed to me, to Car- 
ry a whole house. The 
guns themselves’ are 
protected by cupolas of 
so-called ‘Gruson plate.’ 
When not in use they 
are stationed in special 
garages. I know now 
che purposes of all these 
short lines and connect- 
ing railroads. If a con- 
certed attack: on any 
point of the coast were 
undertaken, these rail- 
yay batteries can be 
moved rapidly to the 
place where they are 
needed most. 

“*The Gruson plate’ 
protected cupolas and 
urrets are a formidable 
ind interesting feature 
of Germany’s coast de- 
ense system. Experi- 
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us sur 4 other well informed German Cir- 
cles they are convinced that 
there is no British Admiral. liv- 
ing who would risk his ships 
against such batteries. 
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“T was in Germany when the 
first attempt to force the Dar- 
danelles was made. Naturally, 
the whole plan was dismissed as 
incapable of execution. Every 
naval or military officer with 
whom I talked was convinced 
the Narrows would never be 
forced by a naval attack. I was 
told that shortly after Turkey 
entered the war, one of the first 
things that Germany saw to was 
that the batteries of the Narrows 
forts were protected’ by Gruson 
plate. Whether this assertion is 
true or not I have not been able 
to ascertain, but if true it partly 
explains the small damage 
caused by the bombarding fleets. 
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“T learned some marvelous per- 
formances of the coast battery 
personnel. I noticed at various 
points along the coast fairly high 
observation towers and managed 
to pay a visit to one of them. In 
each of them are stationed two 
naval officers who, armed with 
powerful telescopes and with 
numerous charts and maps, 
watch day after day for any en- 
emy vessel that may have elud- 
ed the threefold line of guard 
ships. As soon as an enemy ship 
is discovered the observing offi- 


nents with this armor 
ate have shown that 
t is practically im- 
vervious to gun fire. 
At the Krupps office in 
jerlin there are certain 
fficial records from 
he Italian Government concerning tests to which 
he plates have been submitted. A plate weighing 
bout 200,000 pounds and intended for an Italian coastal 
attery was fired upon at point-blank range by an 100-ton 
rmstrong gun (the big rifles used by the British) with 
rupp steel shells. Three shots were fired at it, each 
rojectile weighing 2200 pounds and requiring a powder 
varge of nearly 800 pounds. It stood the test faultlessly 
1d the only damage inflicted on it were four or five 
‘acks varying from two to three inches in length. The 
eel shells that struck the plate were splintered into 
fundreds of bits, which were so hot that they set fire 
» the surrounding woodwork. I have seen those Italian 
ports and have no reason to doubt their authenticity. 
' an Armstrong gun of such caliber, firing steel shells at 
»int-blank range,’is unable to destroy that armor plate, 
here seems small chance that a shell, whatever its size, 
red from a necessarily considerable distance by a ship's 
un, will make any impression at-all. The batteries of 
very fort of any importance, both on the Baltic and the 
‘orth Sea, are protected by this armor plate. 


“The cupolas contain mostly 8.2-inch guns and the tur- 
ts the 10, 11 and those of larger caliber.

cer, by means of his chart, ruled 
into many squares and angles, 
immediately calculates its posi- 
tion and the angle of fire for the 
respective batteries he serves.

guns are unable to see the target they open dire. Gun 
practice held with this system of indirect fire showed a 
target nine miles out at sea was struck seven times in 
ten.” | 

De Beaufort devotes considerable space to the defenses 


of Wilhelmshaven, the greatest of all the Kaiser’s naval 


ports. Kiel may be the strategic center of the coast 
defenses, but Wilhelmshaven is the storehouse and sup- 
ply point, and Germany has protected it accordingly. 
“The three entrances to Wilhelmshaven,” writes De 
Beaufort, “are protected by long ntassive moles. The 
whole city is one vast complex of dry docks, machine 
shops, boiler factories, iron foundries, ship yards, etc. 
The place is surrounded on the land side by a huge stone 
wall, with entrances only through 14 strong iron gates. 
On the water side it is protected by earthen ramparts 
18 to 20 feet high, strengthened at regular intervals by 
gun embrasures, armed with heavy caliber ordnance. 
“Finally, the whole is surrounded by a ring of outer 
forts of modern construction (see map). A railroad line 
seems to touch every point, every dock, ever ware- 
house, Everywhere I saw huge cranes, most of them 


two Zeppelins.

sufficient in power to lift a battleship’s turret, or one 
of the new 15-inch guns or a pinnace as easily as if it 
were a bale of cotton. Northwest of the parade grounds 
are two enormous Zeppelin sheds, each with room for 
One of the buildings is of movable type. 
Its framework is built entirely of steel and iron and 
is supported by four large trucks, moving on a circular 
railroad, which enables the airship to start in any di- 
rection. Electric motors supply the motive power. 

“The location of the ammunition magazines greatly 
surprised me. Though they were placed well back from 
other buildings, they 
landmarks. Whata place to bomb! It seems surprising 
that no air attac’*s have been made on Wilhelmshaven.” 

A description of the Kiel Canal contained in De Beau- 
fort’s book gives one an idea of the strength and strate- 
gic value of that waterway through Schleswig-Holstein. 
De Beaufort writes: 

“The Brunsbittel entrance to the Kiel Canal has two 
long moles built out into the Elbe for a length of from 
1200 to 1500 feet, while the width of the entrance must 
be quite 2800 feet. Fleet maneuvers were in progress at 
the time of my trip and I asked an official what the 
object was. Why didn’t they practice outside in the 
Baltic or North Sea? Oh, that was a very simple mattcr. 
They are trying several t'mes a month to reduce the 
record of passaze through the canal. Did I realize that 
their biggest ships could now pass through the canal from 
Wik to Prunsbittel in a fraction under six hours? I 
agreed with him that such a performance was indeed 
marvelous. - The canal is 60 miles long, with two locks. 

“Figurés and statistics are tedious at best, still I must 
fall back upon them for a moment in order to give some 
idea of the colobsal dimensions of the Kiel Canal. The 
new locks, which were completed shortly before the 
war, have been built alongside the two old ones. Accord- 
ing to the official figures they are 1075 feet long, 157 
feet wide and 45 feet deep. In other words, they are 8&0 
feet longer, 50 feet wider and five feet deeper than those 
of the Panama Canal. They are large enough to hold 
eventually a 60,000-ton ship, the dream of Herr Ballin of 
the. Hamburg-American line. It follows that the largest 
battleships can easily pass through. The canal itself is 
nearly 61 miles long, 144 feet wide at the bottom and 332 
feet wide at the surface. The cost of building and im- 
provements amounted to over $100,000,000. Apart from 
its great strategic value it saves ships going from the 
Baltic to the North Sea and vice versa, a distance of 450 
miles (80 as against 530 miles). 

“Since the enlargements and improvements of the’ 
canal it has four turning basins at different points, each 
with a minimum depth at the bottom of 1000 feet. They 
are for the use of the fleet only. Ordinary vessels, once 
they are in the canal, must continne in the same direc- 
tion. 


“At Cruenthal, 19 miles from the North Sea entrance © 


of the cdnal, we passed under a magnificent steel bridge 
about 150 feet above the surfaece-and with a span of 450 
feet. I counted four large Krupp. anti-aircraft guns 
on it.” 

De Beaufort passed under several other bridges armed” 
with aircraft guns. He thus describes his first impres- 
sion of the harbor at Kiel, the exit of the cang): 

“In front of us to left and right, as f<r as the eye could 
travel, we saw nothing but warships of all types and 
ages. On closer inspection I noticed that there were 
four distinct lines of craft, all anchored to white buoys. 
At the Kiel Naval College I was shown a map of the 
harbor with the names of all the vessels there.” (See 
map on this page.)

try, aviation training Gigantic training camp at Dayton, O., which is nearing com- tle course are going to “fly in

American youths by 

the hundreds and thou- 
sands will be taught to fly. It is ex- 
pected that 3500 competent aviators 
will be turned out from these and other 
-bases the first year and many more thousands the sec- 
ond year—all for service in Europe. 

The nearest training camp to St. Louis is the one in the 
Shiloh Valley, six miles from Belleville, lll. For three 
weeks the work of getting it into shape has been in 
progress. The largest camp and the one on which the 
most progress has been made to date is at Dayton, O., 
within sight of the field made famous by the experi- 
ments of the Wright brothers and adjoining the site from 
which arose, a dozen years ago, the first heavier-than- 
air craft in the history of the world. 

The work at the Dayton training base has progressed 
sufficiently to give the public an idea of the vastness of 
the Government air undertaking. The construction there 
is typical of what is to be done at the other camps. 

The site of the Dayton base is in that part of Greene 
County, O., known as the Mad River Valley, and, extend- 
ing westward from the little town of Fairfield, the Gov- 
ernment has laid out four square miles. When it is con- 
sidered that an entire township is fast being converted 
into a flying field or that, standing on one edge, the sight 
can scarcely carry to the other side, some idea as to 
proportions, without taking the physical task into con- 
sideration, can be gained. 3 

Agents of the Government had quietly but quickly 
viewed this section of the magnificent valley, and before 
a whisper of their intentions became known they had 
purchased outright 40 of the most fertile farms in the 
Buckeye State. The fact that more than 60 substantial 


farm buildings had to be wrecked; that two miles of a 


water-bound macadam highway connecting Dayton and 
Springfield, had to be abandoned; that the Ohio Electric 
Railway Co. had to tear up its tracks and seek an entirely 
new right-of-way for an equal distance, was never looked 
upon as an obstacle in the general scheme. Homesteads 
which have stood almost since the county was defined are 
going down before the leveling 
process of Uncle Sam’s engineers. 
Barns and (fences, granaries, or- 
chards and garden plots are sur- 
rendering daily to the wrecking 
crew which is preparing the field. 
Growing fields of wheat and corn 
are just as little considered. 

More than 150 teams and a fleet 
of modern farm tractors collaborat- 
ed with giant steam shovels in whit- 
tling away bothersome knolls as 
though they were ant hills. Every 
fence post, supporting miles and 
miles of wire fencing, and every tel- 
ephone wire within a radius of two 
miles was torn away, for there was 
no place for them where heavier- 
than-air machines must find range 


pletion, typical of those being constructed at Belleville, 
[ll., and at four other points—Shows earnestness with driver. The machines will be ore 


started-for the front. When completed the entire lay- 
out of buildings will resemble more than anything else 
a crescent with a star, represented by the housing units 
at each end, while the two-mile row of hangars might 
be likened to the ribbon connecting them. 

For health and engineering reasons, the buildings in 
the first unit are being erected at the top of a shady 
Slope. Below them in the immediate edge of the valley, 
which finds one of its banks on the raise on which the 
quarters are being built, the hangars are going up. The 
valle¥Y and raise of ground equalize themselves as they 
extend southward, so that the southern unit, not so high 
as’ the northern, will not show the topographical con- 
trast between the space devoted to the quarters and the 
south end of the hangar row. Two hangars will face the 
central groups their entire span. 

The Government is erecting buildings of a permanent 
nature. The best of lumber is going into them, and they 
are sealed with wall board so that they are rain and 
weather proof. It is without doubt the Government's in- 
tention to make this a permanent student aviation field. 

The project was made larger a short time ago with the 
decision of the National Aviation Board to make the 
Wilbur Wright field the supply base for this section of 
the United States. Accordingly, the plans which orig- 
inally called for 24 hangars have been enlarged to em- 
brace 40 machine sheds. 

But this is not all. E. A. Deeds, member of the Na- 
tional Aircraft Production Board, recently announced 
that a mammoth supply station must compose a part of 
the group of buildings. Specifications for the station call 
for a building 240 feet wide and 1000 feet long, to be con- 
structed entirely of concrete. From this central station 
all aeroplane supplies, including aeroplanes themselves, 
will be shipped to various parts of the Central West as 
the Government may require.

in France for training young men in 
aviation. Instruction that will fit students for actual 
warfare is included in the course. They will be taught 
air-fighting in every angle of the game as it is engaged in 
over the European battle fronts. Bomb-throwing, sight- 
ing, handling of guns, etc., will all be included in the 
course--this for the purpose of causing the students to 
Know exactly what they will have to know when they 
land in France and get into action. The only difference 
between the experience they will get at the Federal fly- 
ing school and the battlefield is that they will not drop 
real bombs of an explosive nature at the training camp. 
In every other respect they will get the stern training 
required for actual air-fighting. 

Sham battles in the air will be fought at the flying 
fields, providing an experience calculated to demon- 
strate the methods of overcoming an adversary. Men of 
experience in real battles will be on hand to see there 
is no lack of training in every art of the air game. 

‘‘Ferrying” is to be one of the novel yet practical ex- 
periences these students will have in their training. By 
“ferrying” is meant the transporting of airplanes from 
one point to another by actual flying, instead of bv 
boxing up the machines and shipping them by freight 
or otherwise to the desired destination. i ee 

Here is an example: When the course at the flying 
field is finished, the students will start qt once for 
some port, preparatory to going to France for actual war- 
fare in the clouds. For instance, one of them wil] get up 
early some morning in late summer, get his plane out of 
the hangar, give it a careful “once over,” spin about, the 
field a couple of times to make sure the engine is work- 
ing properly, and then strike off for the coast. He will 
fly his machine to the port from which he is to sail for 
France, instead of freighting it through and using up 
his time in a Pullman car. 

There will be anxious moments for instructors and 

exciting, even hair-raising, experi- 
ences for the students. But each 


ee young man will be turned out letter- 
perfect in the art of aviation, ready 
to take his place in battles thou- 
sands of feet above the struggling 
armies and out of reach of death- 
dealing anti-aircraft guns.

- The force of more than 2000 workmen, 60 per cent of 
them skilled carpenters, has completed tne first of two 
units of buildings at the southern edge of the flying 
field. There will be two of these units, composed of 
46 buildings each, erected in a semi-circle. These are 
exclusive of 40 hangars, each 120x66 feet, which run un- 
broken from the extreme ends and between the units, 
taking in a stretch of approximately two miles. Hach of 
the buildings nearing completion—and six weeks ago 
not a pick had been stuck in the ground or a nail driven 
—will be 20 feet in width by 336 feet long, with as much 
space between them. These are to be used for dormito- 
ries, mess halls, officers’ quarters, machine and black- 
smith shops, supply rooms, a hospital, etc. They are 
built to house comfortably 1700 aviators, for that num- 
ber is expected to be constantly in training, recruits 
coming in the moment a detachment is schooled and 


after leaving the mill and planer. 


Howard E. Coffin, head of the Production Board, is 
authority for the statement that the Government's air 
program will include the training of no less than 6000 
prospective aviators annually, and the construction of 
3000 airplanes the first year, with double that. number 
for succeeding years. Just where the planes will be 
manufactured has not been announced, however, but not 
a one will be made at this field. It is to be used ex- 
clusively for aviation instruction.

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ADVENTURES OF AN AMERICAN’ SAILOR, TWICE TORPEDOED 


OSEPH BARNETT, 20 years old, a Californian, en- 
joys the distinction of having been twice tor- 
pedoed in one year, while roaming the seas in 
his determination to see “a bit of the world.” 

Though the reugh life of the sailor is the life Joseph 
loves, his thrilling experiences during the past six 
months has put the fear of the U-boat in his heart, and 
he has dec idea to knock off sailing until the end of 
ihe war. 

Barnett firsa went to sea when only 14 years old, 
shipping as galley boy on one of the boats which plied 
between Sydney, San Francisco and Vancouver. After 
making two trips, he went coastwise round Australia 
and rose to second cook. Then he ferried back and 
forth across the Pacific, until last summer, when he 
shipped in the kitchen of the Medic, of the White Star 
line, plying Petween Mediterranean ports, Liverpool) 
and New Yort and Boston. It was while aboard the 
Medic that Barnett was introduced to the German sub- 
marine. 

“Ach, there’s nothing much to tell about the Medic,” 
he related on his return to New York, in a dialect which 
indicated long association with English sailors. ‘It 
was just toward dus*, and none of us saw nothing. 
There was an explosion. We were told to keep our 
‘eads. We lowered the boat and got aboard. The Medic 
dived and we were afterward picked up by a French 
destroyer off Sicily. All but 12 of the fireroom gang 
were saved. The torpedo struck her ‘just amidships, 
where they were. 

“They sent me back to England and I rested a while 
at Tilbury. I'd hurt my ankle getting into the boats. 
it. still lames me a bit. Then I went to Liverpool and 
joined the Baron Ogilvy as second cook; 3000 tons she 
was, and lying in dry dock under charter to the Gov- 
ernment to carry out coals to the Mediterranean fleet. 
Capt. J. Thompson was her master. 

“We lett Liverpool, just out of dock. on Saturday, Jan. 
20, last, about 8 in the evening, under orders to call in 
at Birry, on the coast of Wales. About Sunday noon.

Y’ see, it was just a long 
white streak in the water, and there was nothing to do 
but watch and see what ‘appened. My word. but it 
made a chap feel ‘orribly ‘elpless. 

“Well, it went clear forward, and then up out o’ the 
water rises the submarine, to take a look at what luck 
she’d ‘ad. There was two 12-pounders aboard, with navy 
gun crews, and they begins bangin’ away at the sub. But 
she was just awash, and they couldn’t get no effeck. 

“The captain, ’e orders some of the sailors to swing 
the boats out and sends the rest below to get more 
steam up. We was only five or six hours from Birry 
then, and ‘e ‘oped to make it. 

“We saw no more of the sub till about 3 o'clock of the 
afternoon. Then another torpedo tried to come aboard 
us, and missed by at least 200 yards. A very bad shot 
indeed, it was. The skipper says to me, “Cook, put 
your pokers in the fire and ‘eat them good and ’ot. My 
lads,” he says to us all, "keep your ’eads. She’s fin- 
ished. They only carry two torpedoes, and you'll be in 
Birry in four hours, at the rate we're going.’ We were 
making 11 knots. 

“About 3:30, or maybe 3:45—it was getting dark then, 
the sub came up, about a mile away. We banged away 
at her while the ammunition lasted. Eighty-three shells 
in all we fired. 

“Then she let drive another torpedo. and at last she

“Ten of those rockets we fire—the sub busy shellin’ 
us all the while—and then a coast guard party comes and 
begins shootin’ at the sub with rifles and a machine gun, 
and we’re under orders to take all the shelter we can 
behind any iron work that’s ‘andy. I got the ship's pa- 
pers and the captain's revolver for ‘im. 

“After maybe 15 minutes, when the coast guard be- 
gins sendin’ up those star rockets that light the sea up 
like searchlights, and the sub draws off and disappears. 
And after she’s safely gone, two destroyers come slosh- 
in’ along to our rescue. 

“We laid on the rocks two days, the ship so on her 
beamends that I ‘ad to prop my pots straight with bil- 
lets of wood on the stove. Then they brought a floatin’ 
dry dock down from Birry and ten towboats load us 
aboard it, and the Baron Ogilvy is taken to Birry dry 
dock for repairs. The captain estimates they'll take six 
months, so he pays us off.

Germans had exploded a mine under their parapet. |! 
have always believed that in some wavy or other they had 
learned what spot we were to raid and had prepared for 
us. Whether that’s true or not, one thing is certain— 
that mine blew our organization, as we would say in Ken- 
tucky, “plumb to hell.” And it killed or a more 
than half of our party. 

There was much confusion among those of us @hd re- 
mained on our feet. Someone gave an order to retire 
and someone countermanded it. More Germans came out 
of their dugouts, but, instead of surrendering as per our 
original schedule they threw bombs amongst us. It be- 
came apparent that we would be killed or captured if 
we stuck there and that we wouldn’t get any more pris- 
oners. 1 looked at my wrist watch and saw that there re- 
mained but five minutes more of the time alloted for 
our stay in the french, so I blew my whistle and started 
back. I had seen Private Green (No. 177,250) knocked 
down by a bomb in the next section, and I picked him 
up and carried him out over the wrecked parapet. I took 
shelter with him in the first shell hole, but I found that 
he was dead and left him there. A few yards further 
back toward our line I found Lance Corporal Glass in a 
shell hole, with part of his hip shot away. He said he 
thought he could get back if I helped him, and I started 
with him. Private Hunter, who had been in a neighbor- 
ing shell hole, came to our assistance and between us 
Henter and I got Glass to our front trench. 

We found them lining up the survivors of our party 
for a rolleall. That showed so many missing that Maj. 
Lewis, formerly of the Montreal Star, called for volun- 
teers to so out in No Man's Land and try to find some 
of our men. Corporal Charleson, Private Saunders and 
1 went out. We brought in two wounded, and we saw 
a number of dead, but, on account of their blackened 
faces were unable to recognize them. The scouts later 
brought in several bodies. 

Of the 60 odd men who had started in our ones 43 
were found to be casualties—killed, wounded or missing. 
The missing list was the longest. The names of those 
men were marked, ‘“‘m. b. k.” (missing, believed killed) 
on our rolls. I have learned since that some few of them 
have been reported through Switzerland as prisoners of 


the Front ot 


war in Germany, but most of them are now officially 
listed as dead. 

All of the survivors of the raiding party were sent 20 
miles to the rear at 7 o'clock, and the noncommissioned 
officers were ordered to make“reports in writing con- 
cerning the entire operation. We recorded, each in his 
own way, the ghastly failure of our first aggressive effort 
against the Germans, before we rolled into the hay in the 
same old barn where we had been quartered during the 
days of preparation for the raid. I was so dead tired 
that I soon fell asleep, but not for long. I1 never slept 
more than an hour at a time for several days and nights. 
1 would doze off from sheer exhaustion, and then sud- 
denly find myself sitting straight up, scared half to 
death, all over again. 

There may be soldiers who don’t get scared when 
they know they are in danger or even when people are 
being killed right around them, but I’m not one of them. 
And I’ve never met any of them yet. I know a boy who 
won the Military Cross in the battle of the Somme, and 
I saw him on his knees before his platoon commander, 
shamelessly crying he was a coward and begging to be 
left behind, just when the order to advance was given. 

Soldiers of our army who read this story will probably 
observe one thing in particular, and that is the im- 
portance of bombing operations in the present style of 
warfare. You might say that a feature of this war has 
been the renaissance of the bombardier. Only British 
reverence for tradition kept the name of the bombardiers 
alive through a considerable number of wars. Now, in 
every offensive, big or small, the man who has been 
trained to throw a bomb 30 yards is busier and more im- 
portant than the fellow with the modern rifle which will 
shoot a mile and a half and make a hole through a house. 
In a good many surprising ways this war has carried us 
back to first principles. I remember a Crusader’s mace 
which I once saw in the British Museum that would 
make a bang-up knob-Kerrie, much better than the kind 
with which they armed our number four man in a raid- 
ing party section. It had a round, iron head with spikes 
all over it. I wonder that they haven't started a factory 
to turn them out. 

In the revival of bombing, some tricks have developed 
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which would be humorous if the denouements were not 
festooned with crepe and “d. d.”’ notations on muster 
rolis. There may be something which might be termed 
funny on one end of a bombing ruse—but not on both 
ends of it. Whenever you fool a man with a bomb you're 
playing a practical joke on him that he'll never forget. 
Even, probably, he'll never get a chance to remember it. 

When the Canadians first introduced bombing, the 
bombs were improvised out of mess tins, the fuses were 
cut according to the taste and judgment of the individual 
bomber, and, just when the bomb would explode was 
more or less problematical. Frequently the Germans 
have tossed our bombs back into our trenches before they 
went off. That was dangerous and irritating. They 
cant do that with a Mills grenade or any of the im- 
proved factory-made bombs, because the men know just 
how they are timed and are trained to know just how 
to throw them. Then the Germans used to work a little 
bomb trick of their own. They learned that our scouts 
and raiders were all anxious to get a German helmet as a 
souvenir. They'd put helmets on the ground in No Man's 
Land or in an advanced trench, with bombs under theni. 
In several cases men looking for souvenirs suddenly be- 
came mere memories themselves. In several raids, when 
bombing was new, the Canadians worked a trick on the 
Germans with extensively fatal effect. They tossed 
bombs into the German trenches with six-inch fuses at- 
tached. To the Germans they looked just like the other 
bombs we had been using, and, in fact they were—all but 
the fuses. Instead of having failed to continue burning, 
as the Germans thought, those fuses had never been light- 
ed. They were instantaneous fuses. The ignition spark 
will travel through instantaneous fuse at the rate of 
about 30 yards a second. A German would pick up one 
of these bombs, select the spot where he intended to 
biow up a few of us with our own ammonal, and then 
light the fuse. After that there had to be a new man 
in his place. The bomb would explode instantly the 
long fuse was ignited.

What the Allies Found in the German Underground Labyrinths 


GTTERS which are being received from British 
officers dnd correspondents conta:n detailed de- 
seriptions of the elaborate manner in which the 
German underground labyrinika on the West*rn 

front are constructed. Surveys of the underground 
trench quarters, made by the Germans themselves, aiso 
recently have fallen into British hands. 

The following is quoted from a letter written home by 
a British officer, comparing German front line trenches 
with their own. 

“In standing in the middle of what was a few weexs 
ago No Man's Land and comparing the German front line 
trenches with our own, we notice first the more perma- 
nent character of their barbed wire entanglements. While 
ours are supported on wooden stakes of whatever size 
and shape is found at, hand, theirs is supported by iron 
rods made for that purpose and of the best possible de- 
sign. Inside the two trenches the difference are still 
greater. The allies’ trenches look tn every way as if 
they were made by men who hoped and expected to move 
on before long. The German trenches look like the work 
of men who expected to remain in this position for years. 

“Our trench housing bas been more of a makeshift, a 
sort of camping out, with some ingenious provisions for 
shelter and comfert, but’ not more than the least that 
would serve. Most of our dugouts are just roughly delved 
holes in the ecrth, with only enough props and rafters 
to hold the roof up, while the floors are bare ground with 
a little straw; their doors, if they bave any, are @ few 
odd pieces of plank with a couple of other pieces nailed 
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across. We usually have the floor on the trench leve! 
to save burrowing. Lighting is done with candles, mostly 
bought out of our pocket money at the canteen. If anyone 
owns an armchair or a mirror it is the jest of the platoon. 

“The German front in the west is like one hage strag- 
gling village strung out along a single street of 300 miles. 
Of course, the houses are all underground, still they are 
houses usually of ome or two floors built to certain 
official designs, which are drawn out in section and plan. 
The main entrance from the*trench level is had through 
a steel door of a standard pattern, so that hundreds may 
come from a factory on one order and missing parts be 
easily replaced. The profusely timbered doorway is 
made to their measure. Outside this front door you 
will find a perforated sheet of metal to act as a doormat 
or scraper. Inside a flight of 12 to 36 steps leads down 
at an easy angle. The treads of the stairs and the roof 
of the staircase are formed by mining frames of stout 
timber with double top sills. The walls are of thick 
planks, notched at the top and bottom to fit the frames, 
and strengthened with tie rods running from top to bot- 
tom of the stairs and heavy wooden struts at right angles 
to these. 

“At the foot of the stairs a tunneled corridor runs 
straight forward for anything up to 50 yards and from 
it open minor passages and rooms on each side. In 
many dugouts a second staircase or two may lead to 
lower floors 30 or 40 feet below the trench level. All 
these staircases, passages and rooms are, in the better 
specimens, completely lined with wood, and as fu'ly 
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strengthened and supported as the entrance staircase al- 
ready described. In one typical dugout each section of 
a platoon has its alloted place for messing and sleeping, 
its own place for parade in a passage and its own emer- 
gency exit to the trenches. in another, used as a dress- 
ing station, there are beds for 32 patients and a fair-sized 
operating room. A third near Mametz was designed to 
house a whole company of 300 men, with the necessary 
kitchens, provisions and munition storerooms; a well, a 
machine shop and forge, engine room and motor room. 
Many of the captured German dugouts are thus lighted 
with electricity. 

“In the officers’ quarters we found full length mir- 
rors, comfortable bedsteads, cushioned armchairs, pic- 
tures and books. One room was lined with glazed ‘san- 
itary’ wall paper and the present English occupant is 
convinced by circumstantial evidence that his prede- 
cessor lived there with his wife and child. Clearly, there 
Was no expectation of an early move.” 

The following is from the letter of a French soldier: 

‘In really up-to-date trenches you will find kitchens, 
dining rooms, bedrooms and even stables. One regiment 


has first-class row sheds. One day a whimsical piou-piou, 


finding a cow wandering about in the danger zone, had 
the bright idea of finding shelter for her im the trenches.
